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POPULISTS BADLY ROUTED 


_ VOTERS HAVE TAKEN THEM SE- 
RIOUSLY AT LAST. 


They Have Been Defeated in Most of 
Their Strongholds—Gov. Waite of 
Colorado Says the Women Lost 
Him the State—He Sees Nothing 
Now but a “Peaceful Revolution ” 
—Kansas Lost and Jerry Simpson 
Defeated. 


' The result of the election has been a 
Bore disappointment to the Populists. It 
seems that the voters have taken their 
crazy schemes seriously at last and have 
voted them out of office in most of their 
strongholds. 

Gov. Waite of Colorado is downhearted, 
and sees only a ‘“ peaceful revolution ’’— 
whatever that may be-—-in prospect. He 
gays the women were the cause of it all. 

In Kansas, also, the Populists are weary. 
Nowhere did the people rally as expected 
to the support of the People’s ticket. 


GOV. WAITE IS DISCOURAGED. 


He Attributes His Crushing Defeat to 
the Women Voters. 


DENVER, Col., Nov. 7.—Returns almost 
complete place McIntyre’s (Rep.) majority 
for Governor at 20,040. There will be a 
Republican majority of 17 on joint ballot 
in the Legislature, insuring the return of 
Senator E. O. Wolcott. 

In an interview to-day Gov. Waite said 
regarding the result: 

“The woman vote was all against me. 
Our strength was in the mining districts, 
end in those districts women are very 
scarce. Their influence was principally in 
the cities, which so unalterably opposed 
me. I believe that is why their vote went 
so largely against the Populists. The wo- 
Men must be educated up to think for 
themselves, and not be controlled by money 
power, as are the men.” 

“Do you think the Populists will ever be 
able to regain power?” 

“I believe they will, but it may be some 
time. I do not know exactly how it will be 
done. I think we will have to do it right 
over their heads, however. I advocate this 
being done in a peaceful manner, if possible, 
@ peaceful revolution. 

“Of course, I believe the ballot is the 
proper method to be employed, but this has 
mot proved efficacious in this State.”’ 

Every candidate on the State Congres- 
sional ticket has been elected by large ma- 
jorities. The most enthusiastic Republican 
hardly expected such a decisive victory. In 
the Cripple Creek district, which was con- 
sidered a Populist stronghold because of 
the Governor’s action in the Bull Hill affair, 
the Republicans claim a plurality. 

A great deal of the credit for the victory 
is due to the women. They have done them- 
selves and Colorado credit. At the first op- 
portunity they have shown in the most em- 
phatic manner that they are in favor of 
good government, and that they are going 
to be a power for good in the body politic. 


BREIDENTHAL GIVES UP KANSAS, 


The Populists Lose Everything, In- 


eluding Jerry Simpson. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Nov. 7.—The Republicans 
of the Seventh Congressional District claim 
the defeat of Jerry Simpson by from 1,500 
to 2,000. 

Chairman Bredenthal of the People’s Party 
State Central Committee concedes the elec- 
tion of the entire Republican State ticket 
and six of the eight Congressmen. 

He also concedes that the Republicans 
have elected a majority of the Legislature, 
which will elect a Senator. 

The total vote is 220,000. The accurate re- 
turns will not be known for several days. 
The Republican State ticket has polled 
146,000, the Populists 114,000, Democrats 24,- 
000, and Prohibitionists 6,000. ; 

The Republicans have elected Congress- 
men as follows: At Large—R. W. Blue; 
First District—Case Broderick; Second Dis- 
trict—O. L. Miller; Third District—S. 5S. 
Kir€patrick; Fourth District—Charles Cur- 
tis; Fifth District—W. A. Calderhead; Sev- 
enth District—Chester I. Long. The Pop- 
ulists have re-elected William Banker in 
the Sixth by a majority of 500. 

The Republicans have elected 91 members 
of the Legislature, which gives them a ma- 
jority on joint ballot of 47 over both Pop- 
ulists and Democrats. 

Returns from the vote on woman suffrage 
gre principally from the cities and towns. 
As far as heard from the majority against 
it is very large, although the suffragists 
still have hopes. 


TILLMAN MAY BE SENATOR. 


(Whe South Carolina Legislature Will 
Be Strongly in His Favor. 


COLUMBIA, §. C., Nov. 7.—Late returns 
from this State show that the total vote 
was a little over 60,000. Evans, the regu- 
lar Democratic candidate for Governor, is 
elected by 20,000 majority, over Pope, the 
independent candidate. 

The Constitutional Convention was decid- 
ed upon by a majority of 3,000. 

Pope charges his defeat to fraud, but has 
not decided what steps he will take in the 
matter, if any. 

The Alliance Democratic candidates for 
Congress in the Second, Third, Fourth, 
Fifth, Sixth, and Seventh Districts are re- 
ported elected. Elliott, Dem.) is apparent- 
ly elected in the First District, but his seat 
will be contested by C. M. Murray, colored, 
Republican, the sitting. member, as this 
district has a large colored population. 

In the Fourth District, Melton, (Rep.,) will 
contest the election of Wilson, (Alliance- 
Dem.) In the Seventh, Johnson, (Rep.,) will 
probably contest the seat of Stokes, (Al- 
liance-Dem.)* 

The Legislature is overwhelmingly for 
Tillman, and will elect him to the United 
States Senate. 


ONE POPULIST WINS IN ALABAMA. 


The Party Claims Another Repre- 
sentative—A Senatorship Trouble. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Nov. 7.—The Popu- 
list have elected one Congressman—M. W. 
Howard, author of ‘‘ If Christ Came to Con- 
gress ’—in the Seventh District. 

Cobb, the Democratic candidate in the 
Fifth District, is elected, as also is Under- 
wood, in the Ninth. 

The People’s Tribune, the State Populist- 
Republican organ, claims that W. F. Al- 
drich, in the Fourth District, has been elect- 
ed by the Populists. It also says that A. 
T. Goodwyn and T. H. Aldrich, Populist 
candidates in the Fifth and Ninth Districts, 
will contest the elections. 

The Kolbites say they will organize their 
separate State Legislature Nov. 13, elect 
a Senator and have him contest with Mor- 
gan, whom the regular Legislature is going 
to send. There is much trouble ahead in 
this State. 


Beaten in Both Dakotas. 
BISMARCK, N. D., Nov. 7.—The Repub- 
‘Means have carried almost every county 


in the State, and win on Governor by 12,000. 
Congressman -Johnson has 5,000 more than 
Muir, (Pop.,) and Populists and Democrats 
combined only get twenty-two members of 
the Legislature. 

PIERRE, 8. D., Nov. 7.—Sheldon (Rep.) is 
elected Governor by not less than 10,000 
plurality. Both Republican candidates for 
Congress are elected, and the Legislature is 
overwhelmingly Republican. 


Mormons Vote for a Populist. 


PHOENIX, Arizona, Nov. 7.—Returns 
from the Territory show strong Republican 
gains, though the Democrats claim the elec- 
tion of Herndon for Delegate to Congress by 


a good plurality. O’Neill, (Pop.,) has de- 
veloped unexpected strength. Phoenix is 
Regublicen by 100 plurality.

Populist Ballots Few in Arkansas. 

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Nov. 7.—Arkansas 
voted for six Congressmen, and a very 
light vote was polled. The Democratic 
candidates were opposed by Republicans in 
three districts and by a Populist in one. 

John H. Cherry, the Populist candidate in 


the Fourth District, polled less than 200 
votes. He received 68 in this city.

Neither Silverites nor Republicans concede 
the State. There is probably not 300 votes 
difference either way. No news from other 
counties. The legislative winners include 
about an equal proportion of Populists and 
Republicans, 


Close Populist Vote in Louisiana. 

NEW-ORLEANS, La., Nov. 7.—Bailey, 
(Pop.,) in the Fourth Congressional Dis- 
trict, developed unexpected strength, and 
thoroughly alarmed Congressman Ogden. 
Bailey has undoubtedly carried Winn, Ver- 
non, Nachitoches, Sabine, Grant, and Red 
River, six out of the thirteen parishes com- 
osing the district. ‘That is the heaviest 
opulist vote ever recorded in Louisiana. 


Balance of Power with Populists. 
GUTHRIE, Oklahoma, Nov. 7.—Returns 
from the major portion of the Territory 
make it positive that Flynn (Rep.) for 
delegate to Congress, will have fully 5,000 
majority. 

The Territorial Legislature will be close 


with the balance of power in the hands of 
the Populists, 


Coxey Among the Stay-at-Homes. 

MASSILLON, Ohio, Nov. 7.—Gen. Coxey 
learned this morning that the people of his 
district had denied emphatically his request 
to be sent to Congress. The people of this 
section of the country have little-use for 


statesmen of the Populistic stripe. Coxey 
believed last night that he had been defeat- 
ed. He knows it now. 


Populists Gain in Mississippi. 
JACKSON, Miss., Nov. 7.—Late returns 
show that all the Democratic Congressman 
have been elected. Denny, in the Sixth 
District, was given the closest run by 
Hawthorn. The Populists have made won- 
derful gains over the last election. 


Populist Will Contest in Georgia. 


ATLANTA, Ga., Nov. 7.—J. W. Maddox 
(Dem.) is elected in the Seventh Congres- 
sional District. W. N. Felton (Pop.) will 
contest it. 

Carter Tate (Dem.) is re-elected over- 
whelmingly in the Ninth District. 


Holcomb May Win in Nebraska. 

OMAHA, Neb., Nov. 7.—Late returns, in- 
cluding Lancaster and Gage Counties, the 
Republican strongholds, give Holcomb 
(Pop.-Dem.) 600 plurality over Majors, 


(Rep.) Returns coming in continue to swell 
this plurality.

but the returns now show that Sauerhering 
has carried it by 375 majority. 


Republican Senators from Montana. 


BUTTE, Mon., Nov. 7.—The entire eleven 
Republican candidates for the Legislature 
are elected. This insures the Legislature 


Republican by at least twelve, and the two 
United States Senators will therefore be 
Republican. Hartman (Rep.) for Congress 
probably will have 4 plurality of 2,300. 


Gne Texas Congressman Republican. 
AUSTIN, Texas, Nov. 7.—In the Twelfth 
Congressional District Noonan (Rep.) has 


a majority over Houston, (Dem.) All the 
other districts go Democratic. 


BRAZIL'S NEW PRESIDENT. 


Peixoto Has No Intention of Setting 
Himself Up As Dictator. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—Minister Men- 
donga denies emphatically the reports from 
Rio Janeiro that President Peixoto pur- 
poses setting himself up as Dictator of the 
republic, and will for that reason refuse to 
surrender the reins of office into the hands 
of the newly-elected President, Mr. Mo- 
raes, on the 15th inst. If President Peix- 
oto, Senhor Mendonca says, had any inten- 
tion of playing the rdle of Dictator he 
would not have consented to the elections, 
and would not have raised the state of 
siege throughout the republic in order that 
every citizen might have a chance to cast 


his ballot. Moreover, Senhor Mendonga con- 
tinued, the arrangements for the festivities 
in connection with Moraes’s induction into 
the Presidency are now in course of Rep. 
aration, and the new President will be 
formally inaugurated one week from to- 
morrow. 

Peixoto has promised the new Chief Mag- 
istrate of the republic his loyal support 
during the latter’s administration. The con- 
fidence of the Brazilian Congress in Peix- 
oto is shown by the recent vote of thanks 
tendered to him by the lower house, 
which was opposed by but 12 members out 
of the 130 in attendance. It is to ex- 
oer Senhor Mendonga says, that tHe mil- 
ary element of Brazil, which has con- 
trolled the Presidency during the five years 
succeeding the deportation of Dom Pedro, 
will dislike to see the reins of authority 
pass into the hands of a civilian. ‘his ele- 
ment, however, will not attempt any overt 
act as a result of its dissatisfaction: Pe{x- 
oto, who was the ranking member cf the 
four Field Marshals of the Brazilian Army 
before his accessidn to the Presidency, will 
resume his place in the army as Com- 
mander in Chief. 

The reported troubles between the mili- 
tary and the police in Rio, Senhor Mendonca 
says, are greatly exaggerated. Matters are 
tranquil in Rio, as in all of the principal 
capitals of the republic, but every local dis- 
turbance, no matter how ing. js dis- 
torted by the enemies of Brazil for selfish 
and political reasons. :

GREATER NEW-YORK IN DOUBT 


THE OITY VOTE I8 FOR IT AND 
BROOKLYN IS UNOERTAIN. 


The City of Churches’ Figures Held 
Back, It Is Said, by Politicians 
Who Want to Keep Their Power 
—Long Island City Gives a Major- 
ity of 2,376, and All Richmond 
County Is Willing to Join the City. 


It is almost as uncertain to-day as it was 
before election whether there will be a 
Greater New-York by consolidation at pres- 
ent, 

That New-Yorkers appreciate the advan- 
tages that are to be obtained by the acqui- 
sition of the large and valuable territory, 
with its great population and its future pos- 
sibilities, that is included within the lim- 
its which it was thought were to extend 
the boundaries of the city, is shown by 
the manner in which they voted to make 
it a part of their city, if it was willing to 
become such. 

The returns from this city upon consoli- 
dation have come in very slowly, and from 
but few districts, and yet they show so 
far that 52,221 persons voted for consolida- 
tion, and 34,877 against it. If the districts 
not yet heard from show as well as those 
from which the returns have been received, 
the majority for consolidation in this city 
will be from 35,000 to 40,000. 

The increase in area and population that 
New-York will acquire if consolidation be- 
comes a fact will become evident by a 
glance at the following table, in which the 
population of the various places is that of 
the census enumeration of 1890:

By this table it will be seen that the area 
of the city will be increased from 38.85 
square miles to 317.77 square miles. New- 
York’s population has increased from 1,801,- 
7398 in 1890 to 1,981,000 in 1894, to which, if 
the population of the territory desired to be 
annexed is added, with its natural increase 
from 1890 to 1894, the population of New- 
York will exceed 3,200,000. If Greater New- 
York becomes an established fact, it will 
be in a position to increase in value and 
population to rank with the greatest city in 
the world within a few years. Its increase 
will be greater than that of any of the cities 
of the Old World, as it will have facilities 
for developing its wealth such as no other 
city now commands. 

Reaching, as it will, from Yonkers on the 
north to the Raritan River on the south, 
from there along the ocean front and across 
the lower bay to Ocean Point and Woods- 
burg, in Queens County, thence north- 
westerly across Queens County to Great 
Neck and the Long Island Sound, and 
thence’ across the Sound and around Pel- 
ham Manor to the southerly line of Yonkers, 
it will embrace a section of the country 
that is destined to become the most valu- 
able on this continent. 

It will include within its limits a water 
front such as no city in.the world has or 
can by any possibility ever obtain. It will 
have land for manufacturing interests, with 
cheap homes for employes far from the ten- 
ement districts, that will develop a stronger, 
healthier, and more industrious manhood 
than it is possible to develop in the closely- 
packed sections of the city where cheap 
homes only are now obtainable. The many 
obvious advantages that New-York will de- 
rive from the annexation of this territory 
were undoubtedly recognized by her voters. 

The advantages that she will derive will 
be fully offset by those that she will confer 
upon those whom she accepts as her citi- 
zens under the consolidation plan. 

These advantages have been shown by the 
whole press of this city for weeks back, and 
there is no doubt but that the plan would 
now be declared.a success were it not for 
the machinations of the Brooklyn politi- 
cians, who have used their political power 
and personal influence to defeat it. 

They have not yet accomplished their pur- 
pose, but they will use every effort to do 
so, and it will behoove the friends of con- 
solidation in Brooklyn to keep a watchful 
eye upon them, 

The vote, as announced in Brooklyn, upon 
consolidation, stood last night at 5 o'clock 
with a majority of 197 against it, with 638 
districts from which no returns had yet 
been made. The returns from those dis- 
tricts, it was openly declared, were held 
back for improper purposes by the enemies 
of consolidation. 

Long Island City voted in favor of consol- 
idation by a majositv of 2,376. 

Richmond County, comprising the whole 
of Staten Island, voted in favor of consoli- 
dation. The townships in Queens County 
that are to be included in the Greater New- 
York have not been heard from yet, but all 
indications point to their sanctioning the 
consolidation and taking their places within 
the city. 

The towns in Westchester County within 
the district to be annexed voted both ‘for 
and against it. The town of Westchester 
gave 2 majority against consolidation, and 
Mount Vernon 709 against it, while East 
Chester gave 144 in favor of it and Pelham 
129 in its favor. 

When the returns from Brooklyn are all 
in and properly counted there is little doubt 
that the Greater New-York will exist, sub- 
ject only to the delay incident to obtaining 
a proper charter under which to conduct its 
affairs in its newly-acquired territory. 
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BROOKLYN FIGURES INCOMPLETE. 


A Majority of 197 Against Consolida- 
tion May Be Cleared Away. 


The fate of the consolidation question in 
Brooklyn is not yet positively known, and 
an official count will probably be required 
to determine it. 

Appearances indicate that it has been 
carried in the affirmative by a small ma- 
jority. According to the figures obtain- 
able yesterday at Brooklyn Police Head- 
quarters, the total vote, with 63 districts 
missing, stood: For consolidation, 59,290; 
against consolidation, 59,487. This gives to 
the opponents of the Great New-York a 
majority of 197. 

It is believed that when the missing dis- 
tricts are heard from, it wij' be found that 
this majority in opposition wili se entirely 
wiped out, and the preponderance of bal- 
lots changed to the other side. 

For a reason which has not been divulged 
the returns on the consolidation question 
have been unnecessarily delayed, and this 
has given rise to a suspicion that the Kings 
County officials have not dealt fairly with 
them. It is well known that consolidation 
means to many office holders, now enjoying 
salaries from the city, the loss of their posi- 


tions, and it is only natural, perhaps, that 
they should desire to have the vote re- 
corded as against such a change. Their ex- 
cuse for not furnishing complete returns 
yesterday was that they were delayed, but 
it is a significant fact that the missing dis- 


tricts are in those ‘wards of the city where 
consolidation is most favored, while re- 
turns for those wards which gave good ma- 
ne against consolidation are complete. 

his coincidence may not be altogether ac- 
cidental. 

At the offices of the Consolidation League, 
in Court Street, the opinion prevailed that 
the result for which the league has fought 
so persistently has been reached. Secretary 
Sanders Shanks was quite certain that con- 
solidation had carried the day. 

‘We will probably have to wait,” he 
said, “for an official count, but I don’t 
think there is much doubt of our success.’’ 

It is worthy of remark that the Second 
Ward voted heavily against consolidation. 
This ward numbers among its residents 
many office holders who would be seriously 
affected by the annexation scheme, and they 
used their best endeavors, with results sat- 
isfactory to themselves, to defeat it. In 
other wards in which large building inter- 
ests are at stake, and in which the most 
impartial property owners and taxpayers 
live, the vote was strong for consolidation. 

New-Utrecht, which is now the Thirtieth 
Ward, gave two-thirds of its vote for con- 
solidation. = 

No returns were obtainable after 5 P. M. 
yesterday, at which hour the accountants 
went home and locked up the figures. They 
announced that the complete result would 
not be known until this afternoon.

AS MR. HARRISON SEES IT. 


He Says the Democratic Party Has 


Been Repudiated Forever. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 7.—Ex-Presi- 
dent Harrison thus expresses himself re- 
garding the election yesterday: 

“It is the most extraordinary political 
revolution the country has ever witnessed. 
Wherever there was a free ballot the vote 
of confidence given in 1892 to the Demo- 
cratic Party (if one was given) has been re- 
called and a vote of final repudiation sub- 
stituted. 

“The incoherence of the Democratic 
Party was revealed the moment power was 
given to it to deal with national affairs. 
The insincerity of its platform-makers was 
expressed when ‘be it enacted’ took the 
place of ‘ be it resolved.’ ‘For thirty years 
party expediency had been substituted by 
{ts leaders for party principles, and expedi- 
ency had as. many faces as there were Con- 
gressional districts. Every eccentric cross- 
current of popular prejudice was followed 
as if it were the Gulf Stream. 

“ No position was too wild or violent for 
a Democratic mount. Classes were created 
and inflamed to outbreak and disorder. In 
one State a debauched currency and in an- 
other a socialism that was near to anarchy 
were given a bed. Property, especially mills 
and factories, was inVested and assaulted 
in one section, and in anpther trusts were 
secretly coddled. 

“The old Democratic doctrine that fa- 
vored the levying of customs duties to the 


limit of an adequate revenue was aban- 
doned. A deficiency, to be made good by 
bond issues or internal taxes, was preferred 
to the ‘incidental protection’ that adeqdate 
customs duties would give. The silver ques- 
tion was dealt with in the most vacillatin 

and irresponsible manner. Mr. Clevelan 

described the situation perfectly when he 
said to Mr. Wilson, ‘ They (the Democracy) 
are downcast under the assertion that their 
party fails in ability to manage the Gov- 
ernment.’ 

“A vast majority of our people believe in 
a protective tariff—never so many and never 
so strongly as now. They differ ag to rates 
and schedules, but not as to the principle. 
anor believe in reciprocity as the first 
method of getting foreign markets. They 
believe in a progressive and American for- 
eign policy. The workingmen voted their 
prejudices in 1892; this year they voted 
their patriotism and their love of home. 
The enormous falling off in the Democratic 
vote everywhere is no less emphatic in its 
meaning than the majorities. 

“The great victory secured by the re- 
formers in New-York City ought to have 
be2n mentioned in the Thanksgiving proc- 
lamation—perhaps it would if it had come 
earlier. It gives the assurance so much 
needed that there is an adequate recuper- 
ative power in the most ring-ridden com- 
munities; that popular government is equal 
to its severest test—the control of great 
cities, 

“The lesson is, ‘Trust the people.’ The 
duty—Exercise the offices they have con- 
fided to us with the highest fidelity and

HIS FIGHTING DAYS ARE OVER. 


Major Gen. 0. O. Howard Will Be 
Placed on the Retired List To-day. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—Orders will be 
issued to-morrow placing Major-Gen. Oliver 
O. Howard on the retired list of the United 
States Army. 

Gen. Howard was born in Maine Nov. 8, 
1830, and was appointed to the Military 
Academy from that State.

six years. He came to this port from the 
Department of the Platte, to which duty he 
was assigned in July, 1882.

MR. FAULKNER ON THE RESULT 


THE VOTERS HAVE NOT FORSAKEN 
THEIR PRINOIPLES, HE SAYS. 


The “Landslide” Is a Type of Mis- 
fortunes That Often Befall Major- 
ity Parties—The Democracy Will 
Be as Strong in 1896 as It Was in 
1892—Mr. Faulkner Says that Rich- 
ard Croker Foretold What Has 
Happened, 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—This has been 
an unhappy day for Democrats in Washing- 
ton. The bad news which disturbed their 
dreams last night has been supplemented 
since morning by so many announcements 
of increased Republican gains that they are 
now prepared for anything in the shape of 
party reverses. As a rule, they have gone 
about to-day with long faces, plainly indi- 
cating by their manner that they appreci- 
ate the crushing defeat which the party 
throughout the country has sustained. The 
gloom which hung over the headquarters of 
the Democratic. Congressional Committee 
last night was partially dissipated to-day 
when Chairman Faulkner resumed his old 
place and began to take stock of the situa- 
tion. 

Mr. Faulkner about 3 o’@lock received a 
telegram from W. C. Owens of Kentucky, 
who defeated W. C. P. Breckinridge for the 
Congressional nomination in the Ashland 
district, saying that he had been elected by 
100 plurality. 

“That does me good,” said Mr. Faulkner. 
“ After the gallant fight he made, it would 
have been a pity had Owens been de- 
feated.”’ 

This and one or two other telegrams .re- 
lating to the landslide served to ease Mr. 
Faulkner’s mind somewhat, .and late in the 
afternoon he consented to talk about the 
election. 

He said that, while he did not care to go 
into a discussion of the causes leading to 
the Republican victory, he thought it 
proper to say thatthe evidences of apparent 
popular approval in the election of so large 
a majority of Republicans to the control of 
the House did not indicate a change by 
voters of their political principles. 

“The history of politics will show,’ said 
Mr. Faulkner, ‘“‘ that every landslide is the 
result of dissatisfaction, discontent, ‘and 
want of confidence of the members of the 
majority party, whose action produces the 
result that surprises and astonishes the peo- 
ple—not by voting the opposite ticket, but 
simply by remaining from the polls. The 
results of this election, when ascertained, 
will, I am sure, verify this conclusion. We 
have as many voters in the country as we 
had in 1892 who believe in the principles of 
the Democratic Party, but the recent&gbusi- 
ness paralysis, financial stringency, eco- 
nomic legislation—the benefits of which have 
not been developed—party dissensions, crim- 
inations, and recriminations, have resulted 
in such apathy as to cause the stay-at- 
home vote to produce the surprising result 
of yesterday. That is my honest judgment. 

“Tf we hope for success in 1896 we 
should maintain with fearlessness and de- 
termination the attitude we assumed in 
1892; let personal and party bickerings of 
the past bury their dead, and unite in an 
earnest effort to harmonize those differences 
which have so seriously affected our or- 
ganization.”’ 

New-Yorkers will be interested in the 
statement of the Senator that there was 
only one man who indicated to him that a 
landslide like that of yesterday was pos- 
sible. That man was Richard Croker. 

‘“‘Some time ago,’ said Mr. Faulkner, 
“Mr. Croker was present at a meeting of 
the committee in New-York. He then de- 
clared that, no matter how much we 
fought or how well, the Republicans would 
sweep the country. Hill would be beaten, 
he asserted, New-York City would be lost, 
and the whole country would go the same 
way. I asked him how he, who said he 
was out of politics, could find reasons upon 
which to base such an opinion. 

‘“** Oh,’ he explained, with a wave of his 
hand toward the gentlemen in_ question, 
‘when I want to find out what the political 
sentiment is I don’t ask Martin or Gilroy 
or the leaders. I get on street cars and go 
down the street and talk with the men who 
have votes and who don’t-know who I am, 
and find out that way the real drift.’ ” 

Although efforts have been made to-day 
to ascertain how the President regards the 
result in New-York-and elsewhere, no word 
has come from him. He remained at his 
country seat all day, employed, it was 
said, in considering applications for clem- 
ency in the cases of United States prison- 
ers in different sections of the country. 
None of the Cabinet officers was willing to 
discuss election matters. It is noticeable 
that Democrats who regret the defeat of 
Hill show their pleasure over the crushing 
blow administered to Tammany, and ex- 
press the opinion that great benefits will 
accrue to New-York City through the 
downfall of that corrupt organization.

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CLOAKMAKERS ATTACKED BY STRIKERS 


The Reserves Called Oat for a Riot 
Meyer Jonasson & Co.’s Factory. 


There was a small riot in front of Meyer 
Jonasson & Co.’s cloakmaking factory at 
152 and 154 Grand Street last evening. 
Five hundred striking cloakmakers sur- 
rounded the factory as the non-union em- 
ployes were leaving, a little before 7 o’clock. 
Many of the employes were seriously in- 
jured. 

Meyer Jonasson & Co. have resisted the 
attempts of the strikers to close their fac- 
tory, and have had a great deal of trouble 
in consequence. Early yesterday morning 
the front of the factory was the scene of a 
fight. 

A number of strikers appeared as the girls 
were going to work and attempted to pre- 
vent them entering the building. A stout 
woman in @ plush sack planted herself in 
the doorway and kept them out while her 
companions mobbed the non-union girls who 
wanted to go to work. The disturbance 
was quelled, but two policemen were placed 
on guard at the factory door. 

As more of the strikers assembled, the 
guard of police was increased to five men. 
The crowd. of strikers assembled in front of 
the building had increased until it numbered 
500 persons. 

There are 100 women and girls employed 
in the factory, and as soon as they at- 
tempted to leave the building under the 
protection of the police they were set upon 
by the mob. The five policemen were tossed 
about in the crowd like chips in a gale. A 
telephone message was sent to the Mulberry 
Street Station for the reserves, but for 
some time there was no response, and at 
length a messenger was sent to the station 
on a run. 

Aeting Capt. Groo at once assembled fif- 
teen officers and started for the factory. 
They arrived on the double quick, and 
plunged at once into the crowd. ; 

For some time the strikers held their 
own. Women were the worst fighters, and 
seriously attacked the police, scratching 
and kicking. Cn 

The police did not win for an hour. When 
an officer attempted to arrest one of the wo- 
men she would catch up a baby and thrust 
it into the officer’s arms. 

When all was over the street and factory 
stairway were thickly strewn with shreds 
of torn dresses, bonnets, and handfuls of 
hair. Many of the non-union women who 
had first attempted to pass through the 
mob had their clothes literally torn off. 

The police arrested ten persons, who are 
locked up in the Mulberry Street Station, 
charged with assault and disorderly con- 
duct. 

Mary Schumann of 107 Orchard Street is 
charged with slapping Policeman Sullivan 
in the face and tearing his hair. She had a 
baby in her arms, and threw: it at the offi- 
cer when he reached out his hand to ar- 
rest her. 

Gussie Cohen threw herself on the pave- 
ment and kicked and fought until a push- 
cart was obtained, into which she was 
thrown and removed to the police station. 
Barrett Corshitzky of 22 East Broadway 
attempted to rescue the girl, and is in cus- 
tody, charged with interfering with police- 
men in the execution of their duty. 

Carminini Vindita of 215 Mott Street was 
seriously clubbed about the head with a 
cane by Paul Salvio of 204 Hester Street, 
who is locked up. 


FIVE KILLED IN A COLLISION: 


Freight and Passenger Trains Meet 
on the Baltimore and Ohio Road. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., Nov. 7.—A_ disas- 
trous collision between a passenger and a 
freight train, resulting in ihe loss of six 
lives, occurred at Rosen Steel Siding, 103 
miles east of Pittsburg, on the Baitimore 
and Ohio Railroad, at 5:40 o’clock this 
evening. ; 

The killed are Engineer Henry Bush of 
the passenger train; his fireman, McCarthy; 
Engineer Browning of the freight train; 
Brakeman Manning of the freight train, 
and two mail clerks, names not known. 

J. L. Pierce and J. G. De Grains, mail 
clerks, are injured. 

The trains wrecked were the Chicago Ex- 
press No. 5, west bound, and the first sec- 
tion of east-bound Train No. 64, a fast 
stock train. The freight train had a time 
order to reach Pine Grove against the pas- 
senger train. Engineer Bush disregarded 
this order, and this caused the accident. 


HIGH OFFICIALS SENTENCED TO JAIL. 


Consolidated Road Men Punished for 
Inciting Men to Riot. 


PLYMOUTH, Mass., Nov. 7.—In the Su- 
perior Court this morning John C. Sanborn, 
Superintendent of the Plymouth Division of 
the New-York, New-Haven and Hartford 
Railroad, and Christopher T. Bailey, a rail- 
road policeman, were each sentenced te four 
months in: the House of Correction, and 
Angus L. Frazer, foreman of the Old Col- 
ony Railroad blacksmith’s shop; Emery H. 
Bryant, roadmaster, and John Bolen, sec- 
tion foreman, were sentenced to two months 
each in the House of Correction for inciting 
and being implicated in the Abington riot 
in August, 1893. 

The defendants, acting in the interest of 
the railroad corporations, attempted to pre- 
vent workingmen employed by the electric 
railway from laying tracks across the Old 
Colony Road. 


Mr. Crosby Buys Grasmere. 


Grasmere, near Rhinebeck, the seat of the 
late Lewis Howard Livingston, has been 
sold by Frothingham & Timson to Ernest 
HowardCrosby. It consists of upward of 800 


acres, and had been in the Livingston family 
since it was granted to them by Queen Anne, 
under Letters Patent June 25, 1708. It adjoins 
Ellerslie, the seat of Vice Presiden Morton, 
which it resembles in size, character, and 
conformation of the land. The _ property 
contains a great deal of fine old timber, 
principally oak and chestnut, in avenues, de- 
tached groups, and single trees. In the 
neighborhood are the seats of J. J. Astor, 
Ogden Mills, W. B. Dinsmore, Douglas Mer- 
ritt, and Archibald Rogers.

STEPS NOW NECESSARY ON THE 
PART OF LAWMAKERS. 


THOROUGH LEGISLATION IS DEMANDED. 


Full Powers Should Be Vested in the Reform 
Mayor.

GRASP OF THE TIGER ON OFFICE 


To Rid the City of the Horde and Se« 
cure Officials in Sympathy with 
the Head of the New Administra- 
tion a Step That Is Agreed Upon 
as Imperative—Whether This Is ta 
be Done by Means of a New Char- 


ter, a Single Law, or Amended 


Enactments is a Question—What 


Col, Streng, William B. Hornblow- 
er, Gen. Horace Porter, and Will< 
ium Brookfield Say on the Subject. 


“Radical legislation must be enacted in 
Albany or the election of William L. 
Strong on the reform ticket will amount to 
but little. The horde of Tammany men 
now holding positions in the Municipal 
Government must not be allowed to infest 
public office. They must be driven out, or 
Mayor Strong will be powerless.” 

These sentiments were expressed by many 
well-known men to a reporter for The New- 
York Times yesterday. The defeat of the 
Tammany ticket on election day was only 
the beginning of the purifying process. To 
the Legislature they looked for authority 
by which the new. Mayor may wipe out 
every vestige of the corrupt gang against 
which the people spoke on Tuesday. 

Tammany, defeated in its struggle for the 
head of the City Government, still holds 
the places in which corruption has been 
rankest. It holds all the departments. In 
every branch are men born and bred as 
Tammany followers, inhaling the spirit of 
that organization with every breath, and 
ready now, as they always have been, to 
prostitute the positions to the prosperity 
of the Wigwam. About the Mayor’s office 
they stand in the City Hall, like a hedge, 
thickly and firmly rooted, and ready ta 
resist every attempt for principles of gov- 
ernment, other than their own base kind, 
to advance. 

Many, if not most, of these sons of Tam- 
many are serving terms which will not 
have expired when Mayor Strong’s term 
has ended, under the present order of things, 
How to get rid of them and secure offi- 
cials who are in sympathy with the head 
of the administration, to say nothing of 
giving to the people a class of officers who 
have no criminal records, is one of the 
questions which friends of the reform ticket 
were discussing yesterday. 

There was but one expression of opinion 
as to the need of this. The problem was 
how to do it. The form of legislation which 
would give surest and most satisfactory re- 
sults was the question. 

Suggestions were made that a complete 
remodeling of the city charter might be 
wise, although competent attorneys said 
that the enactment of a single law by the 
Legislature would be sufficient. 

An amendment to the Consolidation act 


_would be the proper thing, according to 


some who discussed the probable course toe 
be taken. 

ae necessary, let a new charter be pre- 
pared; if not, let a law be passed confer- 
ring full powers on the Mayor. At ary 
rate, let something be done to complete the 
overthrow of Tammany Hall, and give the 
city an honest government.” 

This was a summary of the opinions. 


One hoticeable thing in the discussion is 
the loud demand for such legislation as will 
terminate the services of many, if not all, of 
the Police Justices. Evidently there is less 
confidence in them than in some of the hold- 
ers of Commissionerships. The list which The. 
New-York Times published yesterday morn-' 
ing / of fourteen Justices, not one of whose 
terms expires before 1899, called the atten- 
tidén of the anti-Tammany men to the sit- 
uation in a telling way. 

# reform administration with Divver and 
Koch acting as Justices was such an in- 
congruous situation that it caused some 
to say that first of all the Police Justices’ 
terms must be ended. 

Mayor-elect Strong recognized the situa- 
tion as fully as any one. He knew as well 
as any of the Committe of Seventy, or as 
well as any of the Tammany men them- 
selves, what troubles would beset his ad- 
ministration if he attempted to occupy the 
Mayor’s chair while scores of shrewd Tam- 
many men were in charge of all the de- 
partments and watching for an opportunity 
to dig pitfalls for him. 

“The victory will amount to little or 
nothing, unless there are changes in the 
laws at Albany,” said Mr. Strong to a re- 
porter for The New-York Times at his 
headquarters in the Sturtevant House. 
“The Tammany people are at the head of 
all the municipal departments, and they 
are holding terms which will not expire, 
under existing laws, until after my 
term as Mayor expires. As the case stands 
now, I should have few appointments to 
make.” 

“ What legislation would be needed to 
bring satisfactory changes,’’ Mr. Strong 
was asked. i 

“I do not know precisely what form the 
enactments at Albany should take, but it 
might require a new municipal law.” 

“ You refer to a new charter?”’ 


“T should think so. Either a new charter 
or such amendments to the Consolidation 
act as will make a cleaning out possible. 
I have not considered just what will be 
needed to give the people the reform 
government for which they voted, but, so 
long as Tammany maintains control of the 
departments, the victory of yesterday will 
be a barren one.” 

William B. Hornblower said he had not 
considered just what would be the proper 
form of legislation, but legislation would be 
necessary in order to clean out the depart- 


‘ments and make way for a non-partisan, 


honest anti-Tammany administration. 

“Would a new charter for the city be 
desirable or necessary?” Mr. Hornblower 
was asked. 

“It might be desirable, but not necessary, 
The enactment of a single statute, authoriz- 
ing the Mayor to remove any and all heads 
of departments would be all that is needed. 
The Legislature has plenary powers and 
could authorize the Mayor to remove any 
appointive officer in the city.” 

“Would this apply to Police Justices?’”’ 

“ Yes. The Legislature could pass an act 
their period of service, and 
authorizing the Mayor to Gli the vacancies,

dation act, or it may 1 the entire act.” 

Mr. Hornblower ed attention to the 
method of procedure in securing special 
legislation affecting cities under the new 
Constitution. The home-rule section of 
that provides that when a bill of this class 
is introduced into the Legislature a copy 
of it shall be sent to the Mayor of the 
city affected. He is given fifteen days in 
which to approve of its passage, although, 
if he does not approve of it at the end of 
that time, it may be passed nevertheless. 

Charles Stewart Smith of the Committee 
of Seventy was emphatic in his declarations 
that the Legislature must take such action 
as will confer on the Mayor the full power 
of appointing men wno are in sympathy 
with his administration. 

“There must be laws passed,” he said, 
“which will allow the Mayor to clean out 
the whole nest of Tammany officials who 
are pesming positions in the City Govern- 
ment. 

“* There must be a clean sweep of Commis- 
sioners and Police Justices or the reform 
which began with the voting yesterday will 
not be completed. 

“‘T shall use my influence as emphatically 
as I can to bring about such action by the 
Legislature.” . 

“What form should the legislative enact- 
ment take?” 

*“*I have not considered that. I would not 
care to say just what form of statute would 
be wisest. I have not examined that phase 
of the subject. Possibly a single law should 
be passed which would, among other things, 
give to Justices and Commissioners in the 
various departments a term of office cov- 
ering the same period as that of the Mayor 
who appointed them. This might apply_to 
one class of officers and not to others. For 
instance, it might be wise to fix the terms of 
a Police Justice at the same length as that 
of the Mayor, and give other periods to the 
heads of departments.” 

** Would a new charter for the city which 
should cover the points under discussion be 
a wise form of legislation to bring the de- 
sired result? ’”’ 

“That is a large question. It involves 
many things besides the particular changes 
which we are after now. I am not prepared 
to express an opinion on it now. But one 
thing is certain, the Legislature must do 
something which will give us officials in all 
the departments who will be in sympathy 
‘with the men for whom the people declared 
yesterday.” 

Gen. Horace Porter was equally emphatic, 
although he, too, said that he had not 
considered the precise form which the enact- 
ments should take. i 

“One thing is absolutely certain,” he 
said. ‘‘ Legislative enactments affecting the 
methods of organizing the local Government 
are needed. The Legislature must give the 
Mayor power to clean things out. do not 
know what is the best way to accomplish 
it, but the whole of the Tammany oppoint- 
ments ought to go. The substantial benefits 
of the victory against Tammany cannot 
otherwise be accomplished.”’ 

** What about the Police Justices, who are 
serving terms which will not expire for 
five years, at least?”’ 

“I think the Legislature could enact a 
el which would dispense with their serv- 
ces. 

“The victory of Tuesday was great. No- 
body can compute what it means if the 
Reple insist on such a sweeee out of 

ammany men from the municipal depart- 
ments as will be consistent with the blow 
which the decent people of the city dealt

‘“ Would a new charter be beneficial? 

“I am not prepa.ed to say that we ought 
to have a new charter. Possibly an amend- 
ment to our present one would ‘to. Pos- 
sibly a single law authorizing the Mayor 
to make the changes necessary, but at all 
events, pens must be done at Albany. 

William Brookfield, Chairman of the Re- 
publican County Committee, said the elec- 
tion of Mr. Strong, Mr. Goff, and others 
of the Committee of Seventy’s ticket was 
only the beginning of the good work. 

“This whole business of municipal gov- 
ernment must be overhauled and all the

Department oft Public Works. 


It is of special importance that the re- 
form Mayor should have absolute control of 
the Department of Public Works. Next to 
the Police Department, this is the most im- 
portant part of the City Government, being 


most closely connected with the comfort of 
the citizens, 


Fire Department. 


_ “If the Lexow committee should probe the 
Fire Department, it would find as bad a 
state of things as exists in the Police De- 
partment,” This statement has been re-+ 
peatedly made by men who were qualified 
to judge. 

The department will be under Tammany 
control unser the present law at least un- 
til May 1, 1897, when Commissioner Hick- 
hoff’s term expires. Commissioner Rob- 
bins goes 2ut May 1, 1895. John J. Scan- 
nell will hold until 1899, unless the Legis- 
lature steps in. 

Scannell’s record was so bad that even 
Grant, when Mayor, found in it an excuse 
to refuse to appoint him at Croker’s re- 
quest. But Gilroy had no personal grudge 
against Scannell, and made him a Fire 
Commissioner. 

Scannell was formerly the proprietor of 
the Compton House, one of the most noto- 
rious places in the city. He was also a 
professional gambler, and is said to have 
raised $50,000 among the gamblers of the 
city to help Grant’s second election. 

ell killed a fellow-gambler named 
“Tom ’’ Donohue in a poolroom at Twenty- 
eighth Street and Broadway. He was ar- 
rested, and after a delay of two years, 
placed on trial. Donohue had killed Scan- 
nell’s brother in an election row, and on the 
trial it was alleged that this had made’ Scan- 
nell insane. The jury took tnis view of it, and 
Scannell was sent to an insane asylum, from 
which he was released after a few months. 

The thieving in the Fire Department has 
long been notorious, but all attempts to ex- 
pose and stop it have failed. ‘Henry Win- 
throp Gray, while a Commissioner, tried to 
Ret at it, but Scannell and Eickhoff, who is a 

ammany man of the usual: stripe, put 
themselves solidly in opposition. teldo,

The supply clerk got County Clerk 
Purroy and Thomas F’.. Grady to defend him

Department of Buildings. 

Much the same sort of condition prevaii- 
ing in the Fire Department is supposed to 
exist in the Building Department, which 
was formerly a part of the Fire Depart- 
ment, and has inherited its methods. In a 
recent suit the Commissioner, Thomas J. 
Brady, was charged with refusing to grant 
a permit for the erection of a building in 
East Broadway to be used for lodging- 


house purposes, because a Tamma man 
who had a pull with Brady objected. The 
ground of the objection, it was alleged, 
was that the proposed lodging house would 
compete with a lodging house controlled by 
the Tammany man. 

Charges of gross favoritism have been 
frequent, and improper methods have been 
complained of again and again by builders 
who had no Tammany “ influence ”’ at their 
backs. 

Department of Charities. 


In this department, too, charges of fraud 
have come to the surface again and again, 
but, as all the auditing and investigating 
machinery was in the hands of Tammany 
Hall, they were always put down with 


whitewashing reports. All attempts at gen- 
uine probing were smothered. 

Despite the efforts at suppression, a scan- 
dal of such proportions became public when 
“ Big Tom” Brennan was a Commissioner, 
that he was forced to resign. But he was 
compensated by Mayor Grant, who made 
him Street-Cleaning Commissioner. The 
board will continue under Tammany control 
until May, 1897, although Commissioner 
Sheehy’s term will expire next May. 


Department of Docks. 

Of all the departments, not excepting even 
the Police, the Dock Department is sup- 
posed to be the rottenest. A significant 
illustration of the fat things to be divided 
here is to be found in the action of Com- 
missioner Andrew J. White. In May, 1893, 
White resigned the position of Police Jus- 
tice, paying $8,000 a year and having still 


eight years run, to accept the int- 
ment of Deas Commissioner for six years 
at $5,000 a year. 

As White’s rapacity was and is notorious 
no better idea can be given of the “swag ” 
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that is to be divided in this department. 
The term of J. Sergeant Cram, the most re- 
spectable member of the commission, will 
expire May 1, 1895. The Lexow committee 
is to take up the Dock Department, and 
some sensational exposures may be safely 
expected.

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REARING OP THE PASKOLA 


OPINIONS OF EXPERTS AS TO THE 
OHARAOTER OF THE FOOD.

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Dr. Kramer Examined as to What 
Constitutes Predigested Food— 
Substances That Are Irritating to 
the Stomach—Another Bottle Or- 
dered by the Court to be Produced 
—Great Interest in the Trial. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, Nov. 7.—There were 
several intervals in the trial of the Paskola 
ease to-day, when the jury had a chance to 
think of some things other than the compli- 
cations of chemistry. In each of these heats 
in the routine of expert testimony the law- 
yers argued energetically, the jurymen 
craned their necks, and finally Justice 
Tyrrell made a little address on the subject 
which happened to be in hand. 

It cannot be said that the day's events 
have tended to increase general harmony, 
nor do they appear to have brought the end 
of the trial very near. After a long session 
the court adjourned late this afternoon, with 
the prospect of more evidence for the State 
yet to be put in before the defense can 
begin to examine its witnesses and make 
the experiment which it has promised to 
prove the merits of Paskola. 

Rain and post-election excitement were 
not enough to keep down the number of 
spectators in court. The array of chemists 
was as imposing as on the first day of the 
trial, and the lawyers again profitted fre- 
quently by the experts’ coaching. Dr. Mc- 
Neal, State Dairy and Food Commissioner, 
came down from Columbus to see how the 
case progressed. He had a chair close to 
the lawyers’ table, and did not miss a word 
of the evidence or argument. 

Milton Franken, the nominal defendant, 
answered when his name was called at the 
opening of court, and after that formality, 
retired to a seat in the rear of the room. 
In general tke evidence the prosecution in- 
troduced to-day was aimed to follow out the 
lines laid down in Monday’s proceedings. A 
large share of the time was given to testi- 
mony by physicians, who were asked to an- 
swer various questions about such a com- 
pound as was described in the analysis 
made by Prof. Charles T. ‘P. Fennel, Chem- 
ist for the commission, and put in evidence 
on Monday. Now and then the examination 
drifted to other matters, with a consequent 
flurry of excitement. 

Prof. Fennel was the first witness of the 
day. He said that he had Dr. Schmidt 
make a test. Dr. Schmidt the next day 
wrote that he had found nitrogen, 7-10 of 
1 per cent. The witness had found 48-100 
of 1 per cent. In commercial glucose, nitrog- 
enous bodies ran as high as 6 per cent. 

Dr.’ S. P. Kramer, a physician, and Pro- 
fessor of Bacteriology and Physiology in 
the medical department of the University 
of Cincinnati, was next called. Ex-Judge 
Dye recited the figures of Prof. Fennel’s 
analysis, and asked him what he would call 
such a compound. 

“I should call that contaminated glu- 
cose,’’ was the answer, 

In answer to further questions, Dr. 
Kramer said that such a compound would 
not constitute a predigested food. He would 
regard it as containing irritating substances, 
that being particularly true of the sulphur- 
ous acid. No food could be altogether made 
up of glucose. In the same way, while iron 
occurred in certain foods, nobody would call 
@ paper of tacks predigested food. There 
must be a combination of various necessary 
articles to make a true food. As the an- 
alysis was read, it did not show something 
which would be a flesh-forming substance. 
Flesh meant muscle, and a food not con- 
taining albumen would not form muscle. 
The analysis as read showed no digestible 
albumen. 

“Would you, as a physician, prescribe a 
compound composed according to the an- 
alysis testified to for a patient reduced or 
weak in digestion?’’ Dr. Kramer was asked. 

a7 No.”’ 

“What would be its effect on a weak 
stomach?” 

“The sulphurous acid would prove a 
stomach irritant. The glucose, if used 
for any length of time, would tend to dam- 
age the glands of the stomach. If taken 
in larger Gennes, it would also favor 
false fermentation In the stomach. There 
would be apt to be pains in the stomach, 
diarrhea, and wept of dyspepsia.’”’ 

Dr. Kramer held that, in natural diges- 
tion, at no time would there be such a quan- 
tity of glucose in the stomach as would 
result from taking such a compound. 

‘*“Do you think the 9-100 of per cent. 
of hydrochloric acid shown in the analysis 
would be sufficient for peptonization?’’ was 
propounded. 

The question was read from rather puz- 
zling handwriting, and ex-Judge Dye stum- 
ble wore, the aees —, 

fe p it, Judge, skip it,” suggested Jus- 
tice Tyrrell, sympathetically. - 

The witness answered: 

“Yes, if a ferment be present,’’ 

In Ceonentan this, Dr. Kramer said that 
meat was partially digested by hydrochloric 
acid alone, and without ferments. 

“And if the meat was consumed entire- 
ly?’’ asked Mr. Granger for the defense. 

‘““We would have to say that some fer- 
ment was there.” 

The witness also said that glucose in 
quantities which would not disturb the 
stomach would form fat. Sulphurous acid 
was sometimes used to kill fermentation. 
Several questions on the size of doses fol-' 
lowed. 

“Gentlemen,” the Justice interposed, 
“you have been here a day and a half, 
and nobody outside the chemists knows 
what Paskola is.” 

Dr. Kramer was asked by the State what 
would the effect of a tablespoonful of a 
compound such as was shown by the analy- 
sis taken three times a day, 

“ Eventually it would end in dyspepsia,” 
he replied. 

“How long would it take?”’ asked Mr. 
Granger. 

“That depends,’’ was the answer, “on 
whether a man had a copper-lined stomach.” 

Dr. James C. Culbertson, a physician, and 
editor of The Cincinnati Lanceét-Clinic, next 
took the stand. Commercial glucose, he 
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said, he did not regard as a flesh-forming 
food. According to the chemist’s definition, 
it was a predigested food; from the physi- 
ologist’s point of view it was not. Physi- 
ologically, Dr. Culbertson declared, no food 
was predigested so as to be assimilated 
without the action of the living stomach. 
If a human being were confined to glucose 
as a diet it would soon retard digestion so 
as to cause loss of flesh. A digestive fer- 
ment put in commercial glucose would not 
make it a predigested food physiologically. 
Sulphurous acid was a tonic in medicinal 
doses; beyond that point it was an irri- 
tant. 

In answer to questions by ex-Judge Out- 
calt, who conducted the cross-examination, 
Dr. Culbertson said that he had no interest 
in the case except as a witness. As editor 
of a medical journal he recognized all evils, 
whether pertaining te food, drugs, or unsan- 
itary conditions. 

The lawyers had a long debate over a let- 
ter.to Dr. Culbertson, from the manufactur- 
ers of Pascola, defending that article 
against a criticism which nad appeared in 
his paper, and his answer, dated Oct. 2, in 
which he stated the criticism of Pascola 
was made without malice and in the pur- 
suit of just medical journalism. 

After the noon recess, Dr. Julius H. Bich- 
berg was sworn and questioned on the 
basis of Prof. Fennel’s analysis. He classed 
such a compound as this analysis showed as 
‘“‘a very poor, contaminated glucose.” He 
did not consider it a pre-digested food; he 
did not know of a food containing sulphur- 
ous acid. Its effect on the stomach would 
depend largely on the stomach, The stom- 
ach had three functions: Digestion of food, 
assimilation of the digested food, and ex- 
pulsion of the rest. The hydrochloric aeid 
present would very possible produce pep- 
tonization of albumen to some extent. 

Dr. Eichberg said that he tested some of 
the contents of the bottle bought -from 
Franken for ability to digest egg albumen. 
The test lasted four hours. He found no al- 
bumen digested, and could prove the pres- 
ence of no product formed from digestion. 
Sulphurous acid, according to the witness, 
should never be given directly before or di- 
rectly after food was taken. One part of 
one in about 1,370 parts would arrest diges- 
tion. 


Under cross-examination, the witness said 
that he had studied chemistry in this city 
and in Europe. It was possible that there 
might be hydrochloric acid in commercial 
glucose. Variations in the amount he would 
regard as due to “ neglect.””’ The presence 
of much hydrochloric acid would hurt the 
sale of glucose, 

He had never come across a sour sample 
of commercial glucose. Too much glucose, 
or even a slight quantity, would be bad for 
weak stomachs, The witness would avoid 
saccharine substances and starches in treat- 
ing such a stomach. 

“What do you get from eating whole 
corn?’’ was asked. 

“You are likely to get diarrhea or ap- 
pendicitis,’’ said the witness, dryly. 

William Simonson, pharmacist and chem- 
ist, testified that he had made more than 
one test of Paskola. It appeared to him 
to contain some ferment. e reached this 
conclusion about a week ago, after a test 
with a bottle he took from the stock in 
his store. In an earlier test, with part 
of the contents of the bottle now in court, 
he did not get such a result. 

Ex-Judge Dye asked the witness if any 
one had talked to him about the case, and 
Mr. Simonson replied that various people 
visiting his store had asked him he 
was engaged upon it. Had any person told 
him it was worth $100 to him not to appear 
for the State? To this question the witness 
answered that nobody had said such a 
thing to him. Whatever was said was 
said to his partner. 


On cross-examination Mr. Simonson testi- 
fied that in the first experiment the temper- 
ature got well above that of the body,: in- 
validating the experiment, so far as fer- 
ments were concerned. In the test at his 
store, he used coagulated egg albumen. 

Justice Tyrrell decided that parts of the 
testimony about the experiment with a bot- 
tle other than that analyzed by Prof. Fen- 
nel should be ruled out, and then followed 
one of the warmest debates of the day. The 
defense proposes to make an experiment to 
prove the claims of Paskola. Its lawyers 


argued that they should be allowed to make | 


the test with another bottle; that there was 
not enough left in the bottle sold by Frank- 
en for a fair trial of the article, and that 
from Moncsy night until this morning that 
bottle was in the custody of the State’s 
chemist. 

‘* Nothing has been taken out of it, unless 
at recess to-day,’’ said Prof. Fennel. ‘I 
took it home on Monday at the request of 
all the lawyers.”’ 

Justice Tyrrell said that he was sorry his 

clerk had not taken it in charge. As it was, 
Ss Dye should get another bottle 
somewhere. 
-Mr. Dye objected to this plan, and de- 
manded that the experiment should be made 
with what was in the old bottle. He was 
followed by Mr. Granger, who reiterated 
the claim for a fresh bottle, adding that he 
was willing to make a double test, using 
both the old and the new article. 

“Prof. Fennel will bring in another bot- 
tle,”’ re the Justice.

‘“‘T order you to bring one in anyway,” de- 
clared the Court, and though the lawyers 
A took to arguments, he was firm in 
his decision. 

Dr. James T. Whittaker, a jeoting physi- 
cian and for ten years physiologist at the 
Ohio Medical College, was the last witness 
of the day. In repeats to the usual ave 
thetical questions, he said that no imitation 
of digestion out of the body could be just 
the same as digestion in the body; that a 
compound made up according to the anal- 

sis could not be taken up without digestion 
ater; that he could not say what its effect 
would be on a weak stomach, and that sul- 
phurous acid in very small quantities would 
not have any particular effect. 

Such a product as the one covered by the 
questions would not sustain life for any 
great period, but taken at meal time it 
would not be dangerous. The. trial will be 
continued to-morrow morning.

JAPAN'S HEAVY TAX ON CHINA 


SHE WANTS $200,000,000 INDEM- 
NITY TO OLOSE THE WAR.

A Report that the Japanese Forces 
Have Attacked Port Arthur — The 
Chinese Fleet Caught in a Trap— 
A Belief that Port Arthur and the 
Fleet Will Fall into the Hands of 
the Japanese—Two American Con- 


spirators Captured by Japan. 


LONDON, Nov. 7.—The Telegraph pub- 
lishes the statement that among the de 
mands upon which Japan will insist as cone 
ditions of the settlement of the war with 
China are the payment of an indemnity of 
about £40,000,000 and the cession to her by 
China of the Island of Formosa. 

The correspondent of the Central News 
at Shanghai says rumors are persistently 
circulated there that the Pi-Yang squadron 
is in Port Arthur. If these rumors aré 
founded on fact it must be that the fleet 
went there under orders received direct 
from Pekin, as Li-Hung-Chang would never 
have allowed the squadron to be caught ip 
such a rat trap. 

The Chinese report that the Japanese are 
rapidly advancing in the rear of Port Are 
thur, and that a strong Japanese fleet, in- 
cluding thirty torpedo boats, is outside the 
harbor. It is expected that Port Arthur 
and the Chinese fleet will fall into the hands 
of the enemy. 

Japanese reports from New-Chwang state 
that deserters from the Chinese Army are 
arriving there by fifties, and that a great 
panic exists among the Chinese, hundreds 
of whom are leaving by every steamer. 

The Japanese flying squadron is reported 
to be a hundred miles off New-Chwang, and 
the Chinese there are reshipping their goods, 
considering it unsafe to remain there dure 
ing the Winter. 

A dispatch to The Pall Mall Gazette from 


Che-Foo says the Japanese land and ses 
forces made a simultaneous and vigorous 
attack upon Port Arthur. The Chinese 
fleet is inside the harbor. 

The two Americans who were arrested 
by the Japanese authorities on the steamer 
Sydney, at Kobe, are named Hope and 
Brown. The name of the Chinaman who 
was taken into custody at the same time 
is Cham Fam Moore. e is believed to be 
the interpreter of the Chinese Legation at 
Washington. The Japanese authorities in- 
formed the Captain of the Sydney before 
attempting to make the arrests that if he 
would surrender the passengers he would 
be allowed to proceed for his destination. 
The offer, however, the Captain refused to 
avail himself of, whereupon an armed force 
boarded the Sydney and, despite the pro- 
tests of the French Consul and the steam- 
er’s Captain, seized the three men and re- 
moved them from the vessel. 

A dispatch to the Central News from 
Tokio says that it is stated there that the 
two Americans and the Chinaman arrested 
on board the steamer Sydney at Kobe by 
the Japanese authorities appear to be under 
contract with the Chinese Government to 
attempt to destfoy the Japanese fleet. 

The Chinese loan subscription was closed 
in London at 11 A. M. to-day, instead of 4 
Pp. M., as had been intended. The whole 
amount of the loan was taken up in Lon- 
don alone. The excess of the applications 
over the requirements will not be known 
until the amounts applied for in Hamburg, 
Amsterdam, Hong-Kong, and Shanghaj 
have been announced. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—A United Press 
dispatch from Yokohama, published , this 
morning, states that two Americans and 
one Chinese passenger on board the steamer 
Sydney were arreSted by the Japanese au- 
thorities at Kobe a few days ago, after 
which the steamer was permitted to pro- 
ceed on her voyage. Behind this simple an- 
nouncement lies a story of the China-Japan 
war which is full of dramatic interest. 

About six weeks ago the report was cir- 
culated in diplomatic circles here that Mr. 
Moore, one of the attachés of the Chinese 
Legation, had been recalled to Pekin by the 
home Government. It was said that he had 
been ordered back in disgrace, and his 
friends were profuse in their expressions of 
sympathy. It was noticeable, however, that 
Mr. Moore bore his ill fortune pacer 
ically, but by many it was feared that his 
return to his native country would be fol. 
lowed by his speedy decapitation. 

It now appears that the supposed recall 
was not in any sense a recall, but that Mr. 
Moore was returning to China in pursuance 
of a clever scheme, which had for its pur- 
pose the destruction by dynamite and tor- 
pedoes of the Japanese fleet now in Chinese 
waters. Mr. Moore is the Chinaman re- 
ferred to in the dispatch, and his associates 
are John Wild, an inventor, of Providence, 
R. I., and a Mr. ‘Cameron, a Scotchman, 
who was employed for a time as a work- 
man in the Hotchkiss torpedo manufactory 
at Providence, R. I. Messrs. Wild and 
Cameron had, it appears, satisfied the Chi- 
nese Government of their ability success- 
fully to destroy the Japanese vessels, and 
Mr. Moore was instructed by the Pekin 
Government to conduct them to Shanghai. 
They traveled to San Francisco, and thence 
to Yokohama under assumed names, Mr. 
Wild being known as Howie and Mr. Cam- 
eron as Courtney. 

The Japanese Government, through 
sources which they decline to reveal, learned 
of the plot, and when, as the United Press 
states, the trio sailed from Yokohama they 
were arrested en route at Kobe, a Japanese 
seaport city. The particulars of their ar- 
rest are contained in a cable dated at Hirosh- 
ima, the headquarters of the Japanese Army 
and Navy, yesterday, which was received at 
the legation this morning. The dispatch is 
as follows: , 

“A Chinese official with two foreigne 
an Englishman and an American, arriv 
at Yokohama a few days since on the 
steamer Gaelic. All were under assumed 
names. The foreigners were suspected of 
entering into an agreement through Chinese 
officials with the Chinese Government for 
the purpose of engaging in the war against 
Japan. They landed at Yokohama and took 
Pace on board the steamship Sydne;’ for 

hina. The Captain of the Jzapan- 
ese war vessel Tsukuba, under or- 
ders from headquarters, exercised the 
right of visitation and search on 
board the Sydney when she was in the 
harber of Kobe, and found in their posses- 
sion an agreement with the Chinese Gov- 
ernment to destroy the entire navy of Japan 
within eight weeks, by the use of torpedoes. 
Other official documents on the same sub- 
ject were also found. In consequence, the 
three were arrested and taken ashore, and 
the ship was released from detention.” |

The canvassers of the election in Kings 
County were very dilatory yesterday, and 
went straggling into Police Headquarters 
with their official documents, which were 
tabulated as fast as the police clerks could 
work. There were missing districts in many 
of the wards, and the result was that the 
complete table fcr Governor could not be 
obtained. 

As near as could be figured, Senator Hill 
received 69,390, Levi P. Morton 86,559, and 
Everett P. Wheeler 11,485. This gives Mor- 
ton a plurality of 17,169 in Kings County. 
The figures are liable to change, but they 
will not affect the result more than 200 
votes one way or the other, although there 
are seven districts missing from the re- 
turns. 

The vote for Lieutenant Governor, with 
Seven districts missing, is 76,860 for Daniel 
N. Lockwood, (Dem.,) and 84,038 for Charles 
T. Saxton, (Rep.) Mr. Saxton’s plurality 
is 7,178. 

The vote for Judge of the Court of Ap- 
peals, with forty-five districts missing, is 
72,664 for Charles F. Brown (Dem.) and 
79,664 for Albert Haight, (Rep.) Judge 
Haight’s plurality is 6,982. 

There were seventeen Supervisors elected 
Tuesday. Of this number the Democrats 
elected nine and the Republicans eight, but 
in the next Board of Supervisors there will 
be twenty Republicans and twelve Demo- 
crats, giving the Republicans a majority of 
eight, not counting Mayor Schieren, Re- 
publican, who is, ex officio, a member of the 
board. 

The general belief is that all the Consti- 
tutional amendments have been carried in 
Kings County by small majorities. This 
opinion is given by the police, who have 
been at work on the returns. 

The Republicans are jubilant over the 
election of their entire county and city 
ticket, and also the election of fifteen out 
of eighteen Assemblymen, while they went 
wild with excitement over the result of the 
Congressional election, as they carried the 
entire delegation of five members, defeating 
even William J. Coombs, whom everybody 
believed was assured of being re-elected. 

Edward M. Shepard, that brilliant leader 
of*the Democratic Reform Party in Kings 
County, was satisfied with the vote that 
Everett P. Wheeler received in Kings Coun- 
ty. Mr. Shepard, speaking of the election, 
eaid yesterday: 

“I regard the vote for Wheeler as en- 
tirely satisfactory. It is a remarkable evi- 
dence of the movement of Democrats to 
what may be called a conscience position. 
it means a reorganization of Democracy in 
the State. The large vote for the Repub- 
lican local ticket was a vote against Hill. 
Not only the Republicans, but large num- 
bers of Democrats, deemed it necessary for 
Hill’s defeat to vote for Morton, and, hav- 
ing determined to vote for Morton, they 
found it easier and thought it safer to vote 
the whole Republican ticket. 

“The vote for the reform Democratic 
local ticket has in that way seriously suf- 


fered. It is large enough, however, to show 
that there can be no Democratic politics in 
Kings County until Democracy shall stand 
for the true interests of the county. Our 
organization has had a satisfactory success 
for its first battle, and will press resolutely 
on until all Democrats shall be proud ot 
their party in Brooklyn. The city is in reai- 
ity Democratic, and will remain so. 

“The destruction of Hill, the destruction 
of Tammany Hall, and the reduction of the 
Willoughby Street machine to the posses- 
sion, in spite of the long-time discipline and 
tradition of their platoons of voters, of only 
one-third of the total vote in Brooklyn, 
arouse in me so much satisfaction and give 
so great a promise of healthier politics in 
the future that I almost forgive the Repub- 
licans of Kings County, who, in spite of our 
anticipations and their promises, voted their 
whole ticket, State and local.” 

Probably one of the happiest men in 
Brooklyn yesterday was Mayor Schieren, as 
he believed that the election of a Repub- 
lican City ‘Auditor and Controller would aid 
materially in the work of reform and good 
government. This is what he said respect- 
ing the election: 

“ Evidently the people of this country do 
not favor free trade, nor do they favor any 
extreme tariff legislation, as was clearly 
proved in the campaign of 1892. What the 
people want is a conservative protection of 
their industries, and, by a wise and prudent 
policy, the Republican Party can remain in 
power for many years to come. If the lead- 
ers will carefully study the situation they 
must realize this. Brooklyn certainly re- 
joices that New-York City has been re- 
deemed, and the tremendous majority there 
in behalf of good government proves again 
what power the people have if they choose 
to take advantage of it. With a Republican 
Governor and Legislature, we can now com- 
plete a most thorough reform in our 
municipal affairs, upon which the people of 
Brooklyn can be congratulated. 

“The result to me personally has been ex- 
tremely satisfactory, and I am glad to see 
that the city ticket has been elected. I have 
already received assurances from the new 
Controller and the new City Auditor that 
they will assist me in every way in behalf 
of good government, and I firmly believe it.”’ 

James D. Bell, Chairman of the Demo- 
cratic General Committee, endeavors to 
throw the responsibility for the Democratic 
defeat upon President Cleveland. Mr. Bell 
presided at the convention at which the 
machine nominations were made. He ex- 
pressed himself on that occasion to the 
effect that the nominees were not up to the 
mark, and that men not so closely identi- 
fied with the machine should have been 
placed in the field. Now he explains the 
defeat as follows: 

“The people, after electing a Democratic 
National Administration, ave changed 
their minds. They are dissatisfied with 
things as they find them. Then the De- 
mocracy ofthe State had to contend with the 
opposition of the President, whose personal 
friends were fighting the ticket. Tammany 
aecandals didn’t help us any.”’ 

Mr. Bell is convinced, however, after the 
tremendous whipping administered to the 
machine Democracy, that there must be a 
change in the ‘“ reorganization.” The two 
factions of the party, he says, must come 
together; but that, he knows, will not take 
place until the old leaders are retired. 

This is what United States District Attor- 
mney James W. Bennett said of the election: 

“Tt is all due to the monumental mis- 
takes of the Saratoga Convention. The fut- 
ure is bright, for now that the rings are 
broken the people can go to work and re- 
organize. When the Democratic organiza- 
tion represents the principles of our party 
the people will support it, but not until it 
does. The judgment of the people has ap- 

arently broken up all rings, and Hill, be- 
ng a man of demonstrated ability, whose 
private character is above reproach, is 
placed above his associates and has the op- 
portunity now, by reading the signs of the 
times aright, to be of use to his party. It 
rests with him.” 

The leaders of the Democratic Reform 
Party are highly pleased with the excellent 
run made by Senator Daniel Bradley in the 
Second Congressional District. He polled 
over 4,000 votes, and the Senator himself 
feels that the vote tendered him is very 
complimentary. 

Justice Gaynor, in speaking of the election, 
said: ‘‘I have nothing to add to what I put 
in writing at Riverhead, and a few go 
later. except to express gratification at the 
condemnation of low, base, vulgar, and cor- 
rupt government in the City of New-York. 
As I have said often before, they seem to 
have levied toll on every one over there. It 
could not fail to have an effect on the 


eopie.”’

Certain collegians who had a say in the 
matter endeavored to have the contest 
booked for some field off of Manhattan 
Island, but the patrons of the game were 
of one mind in the matter. They preferred 
to go to Manhattan Field, that place being 
considered the most convenient for the 
largest number of people. 

The Athletic Committee of the University 
Athletic Club, in whose hands the selection 
of a battle ground was placed after the 
college managers had failed ignominiously 
to come to a decision, considered the ques- 
tion yesterday at the office of C, C. Cuyler, 
44 Pine Street. Mr. Cuyler is a member of 
the committee, and was present, together 
with George A. Adee, Lloyd McKim Garri- 
son, Guy Richards, and C. F, Mathewson. 

All of the available grounds hereabouts 
were considered by the committee, and 


after a short discussion it was decided that 
Manhattan Field was the only place that 
offered attractive inducements. The fact 
that it can be reached with a degree of 
comfort not vouched for by other grounds 
had a great deal to do with its selection. 

A lease of the field for Dec. 1, when the 
game will take place, will cost the man- 
agement $6,000, that being the price set by 
the New-York Baseball Club, which_ has 
bought the lease formerly held by the Man- 
hattan Athletic Club. The ball club’s lease 
goes into effect on the date of the game. 
The university committee will probably 
close negotiations for the grounds to-day. 

It has not been definitely settled which 
side will conduct the arrangements for the 
game. The baseball people desire to have 
the members of the Athletic Committee at- 
tend to these details, and it is more than 
likely that they will do so. They had am- 
ple experience with the game of last year 
and know just what to do. The committee 
will meet to-night at the clubhouse, corner 
of Sixth Avenue and Twenty-sixth Street, 
and determine on the course it will pursue, 

If the university men take charge of the 
arrangements, it is probable that a fence 
will be built around the gridiron, such as 
was used last year. Mr. Mathewson de- 
clared himself in favor of such an ar- 
rangement yesterday, and the other mem- 
bers of the committee are said to approve 
it. This appears to be the only means of 
neneens the crowd clear of the actual play-

After that Seabird proved the stayer of the 
party, winning the fourth heat at his ease 
in 2:15%, the fastest mile of the race, and a 
new mark for the pacer.

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Consolidation has evidently 
“counted out”’ in Brooklyn. There is a 
good deal of the Little Pedlington spirit 
in that peculiar city, but not enough to 
produce an adverse vote on the proposi- 
tion to raise Brooklyn from the status of 
an unconsidered suburb to that of full 
partnership in a great municipality. The 
temper of Brooklyn’s rascally politicians, 
however, raises the suspicion of fraud. 
They are opposed to consolidation be- 
cause it will diminish the number of 
profitable places and jobs. The extraor- 
dinary delay in making a return of the 
vote and the fact that so many of the 
missing districts are in wards that voted 
for consolidation by considerable major- 
ities at once suggests crooked work. 
Brooklyn election canvassers are noto- 
riously the slowest and most ignorant in 
the country, and when frauds have been 
committed in that city the announcement 
of the fraudulent result has commonly 
been delayed for a day or two, precisely 
as the returns of the consolidation vote 


have now been delayed.

It may be interesting to note that at 
the election in this city in 1892 almost 
92 per cent. of the registered vote was 
cast, and of the vote cast over 60 per 
cent. was Democratic and a little less 
than 35 per cent. Republican. Last year

| nearly 61 per cent. of Pere ee a 
and about 38 per cent, Republican. This | | 
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year the vote was less than 85 per cent, 
of the registration, which was unques- 
tionably due to the vexation and delays 
of the ballot system and the shutting off 
of voters when the polls closed. If the 
ratio of votes cast to the registration had 
been the same as last year, there would 
have been just about 20,000 more in 
number than were actually cast. Of the 
total vote Hill received a trifle over 47 
per cent., Morton more than 46 per cent., 
the rest being divided about equally be- 
tween Mr. Wheeler alone and the three 
other candidates for Governor together. 
Strong’s vote was nearly 57 per cent. of 
the total and Grant’s a little more than 
40 per cent, This indicates plainly enough 
that, so far as this city is concerned, 
Democratic votes did it.

That the combination of decent Demo- 
crats with Republicans should have 
availedtocarry the city against Tammany 
Halil is a result upon which we have rea- 
son, of course, to congratulate ourselves, 
But the congratulations can by no means 
be unmixed. It seems that, under the 
most adverse circumstances and after all 
the exposures that have been made of its 
methods and its men, Tammany Hall 
can still command over 100,000 votes. 
This is an appalling fact. It means that 
there are so many voters who, whether 
vicious or merely hopelessly deluded, can 
be relied upon to oppose any effort to 
improve the Municipal Government and 
to support by their votes the criminal 
classes. ‘It is true that as soon as Tam- 
many is out of power this number begins 
to diminish, and that it will be still fur- 
ther diminished whenever some other or- 
ganization than Tammany is recognized 


“as the regular Democratic organization 


of the city. How far it will be dimin- 
ished by these things remains to be seen. 
Even if it were cut down one-half, the re- 
maining half would be a force steadily 
working for unrighteousness and corrup- 
tion; and an array of even 50,000 voters 
organized in such an interest is very dis- 
couraging to consider as a force that 
municipal reformers must be prepared 
permanently to reckon with and to com- 
bat.

A Republican Board of Aldermen is so 
complete a novelty to the citizens of 
New-York that they find difficulty in con- 
ceiving of their city without its ‘’ Boord.” 
It is gratifying that this result should 
have been decided by the defeat of Sil! 
ver-Dollar Smith, who is doomed to as 
much privacy as the seclusion of a sa- 
loon affords, if the further investigations 
of the Lexow committee do not doom him 
to a deeper seclusion still. The “ Boord” 
has not now that strength which in 
old days constituted the despair of the 
better element. It has been shorn of its 
most substantial powers and _ terrors, 
Henceforth Republican applicants for 
awnings and meat racks will receive that 
consideration to which they are entitled. 
It may even happen that the $100,000 or 
so annually thrown away on it in sal- 
aries may come to be the worst scandal 
connected with it. This is the best thing 
that could happen short of its abolition 
“as a meaningless and costly humbug.

OUTCOME IN THE NATION, 

Two facts stand out in the returns of 
Tuesday’s elections, one with startling 
clearness, the other in a manner to chal- 
lenge intense interest and careful study. 
The first is the tremendous shrinkage in 
the straight Democratic vote. Even if 
we put aside the overwhelming defeat of 
Mr. Hill in this State, as involving his 
own exasperating personality as well as 
the accumulated outrages of the State 
machine and its complicity with Tam- 
many, and pass to other States, it is 
to find adverse pluralities only less amaz- 
ing. Throughout the large States of the 
North and Hast and the Central West, 
these mount through the tens of thou- 
sands, and their total is expressed in 
hundreds of thousands. And the popular 
branch of the National Legislature, the 
House of Representatives, elected in 356 
districts of fairly equal population, even- 
ly distributed over the territory of the 
entire Union, will, after the 4th of March 
next, contain only a pitiful 108 Demo- 
crats and, 238 Republicans, or exactly 
two-thirds. This is as striking a revolu- 
tion in that body as political history re- 
cords, and the more. so as it follows with- 
in four years upon the revolution in the 
opposite direction which took place in 
1890. At the same time the Democrats 
in the Senate will be reduced from 44 to 
38; the Republicans will be increased 
from 37 to 44, and the 6 Populists will 
stand ready to join the Republicans in 
seating a Populist-Republican fusionist 
from Alabama. 

The second fact to which we have al- 
luded is the degree of strength developed 
by the Populists. On the face of the re- 
turns so far received, which are confined 
mainly to the figures of pluralities, the 
Populists seem to have suffered very 
complete reverses, that impression being 
derived chiefly from the defeat of the 
notorious Waite in Colorado and Lewel- 
ling in Kansas. Unquestionably these 
are instances of the very thorough re- 
volt of two States against Populism in 
its most aggravated and offensive form. 
They are encouraging because they indi- 
cate that Populism, like some forms of 
poison, if taken in large enough doses, 
produces a nausea adequate to dispose 
of it. But it would be a mistake, and a 
very serious mistake, to infer that Popu- 
lism generally, where it is organized and, 
in fusion or otherwise, plays a distinct 
part in politics, has failed, as it has 
failed in these two States. How far it 
has failed is to be known clearly only 
when we shall have the full returns and 
shall be able to tell with reasonable accu- 
racy what has been the Populists’ con- 
tribution to it. There are general state- 
ments, still to be verified, that they have 
made a strong showing in Illinois and 
Michigan, and there are results in Iowa, 
Minnesota, Nebraska, and in some of the 
Southern States in which their actual 
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prove to be an increasing or a decreasin 
quantity. We cannot yet know with cer- 
tainty, and while we have a right to re- 
joice in’ the extinction of Waite and 
Lewelling, we may be misled, both as to 
feeling ‘and as to policy, by that cheerful 
incident, 

There is, we are convinced, no danger 
of a Populist national party having any 
serious role a8 a separate party in this 
country. There is danger of the influ- 
ence of the Populists upon the two great 
parties of the country. The violent fluct- 
uations of public sentiment as to these 
parties as expressed in the elections of 
the last four years, show that neither 
party is secure of preponderance on the 
issues actually pending, and they are 
bound to have a very strong effect on the 
minds of the managers of the respective 
parties. We see to-day how the Repub- 
licans, under the stress of the reverses 
of 1890 and 1892, made haste to form al- 
liances with the Populists in Alabama 
and North Carolina, and less formally in 
other States of the South, while in some 
Congressional districts in different parts 
of the country, each party in a minority 
has more or less courted the Populists, 
who were supposed to be able to turn the 
balance. It is quite probable that like 
temptations will present themselves dur- 
ing the next two years. 

The anxiety of the politicians will be 
the greater because the elections of this 
year, unlike those of 1890 and 1892, did 
not turn on the tariff, and no action on 
that subject will result from them. 
Every one knew two years ago to-day 
that the McKinley tariff must be re- 
pealed. No one to-day expects that the 
new tariff will be repealed. It is 
physically impossible for three years, 
and when the next national election 
comes around it is more than probable 
that neither party will propose any rad- 
ical change. What, then, will be the 
issue? That will sorely puzzle all lead 
ers, and in their uncertainty they may 
do a great many risky things. But one 
thing the Democratic leaders must re- 
member as a matter of life and death: 
They cannot fool with the currency ques- 
tion. They have done far too much of 
this already. It was only the splendid 
firmness of President Cleveland and the 
almost unbroken co-operation of the Re- 
publicans in Congress that secured the 
repeal of the Sherman law with no peril- 
ous conditions. Ohio and Michigan Dem- 
ocrats have been trying the experiment 
of fishing with free-silver bait for Popu- 
list votes, and have been properly pun- 
ished. Speaker Crisp thought it expe- 
dient to lead a free-silver and anti-Ad- 
ministration fight in Georgia, and will 
have his reward in sitting under the 
gavel of Mr. Reed in the next Congress. 
Whatever is done or left undone before 
1896, let there be no mistake about one 
thing—if the Democratic Party gets 
squarely on the wrong side of the cur- 
rency question, that year will see it prac- 
tically wiped out, and its leaders will 
look back upon the elections of this year 
with envy. 


STRONG THREE YEARS, 
TWO. 

The greatest benefit to come from the 
adoption of the revised Constitution will 
be the separation hereafter of municipal 
from general elections. In the adjust- 
ment of terms of office necessary to bring 
this about the term of the Mayor elected 
this year is extended to the end of 1897 
and that of the Governor and Lieutenant 
Governor is made to terminate Dec. 31, 
1896. Consequently Mr. Morton has been 
elected Governor for two years only, 
while Mr. Strong has been chosen Mayor 
for a term of three years. The State 
officers to be elected next year will have 
three-year terms instead of two, so that 
their successors will be chosen in 1898. 
This brings State elections into the even 
years and city elections into the odd 
years after the election of next year. 
When the successor of Mayor Strong is 
to be chosen the canvass will not be com- 
plicated by any election of State or Na- 
tional officers except. representatives in 
the Legislature. It is on this that our 
hope of permanent municipal reform 
mainly depends, and it is the one unques- 
tionably important achievement of the 
Constitutional Convention. 

The other provisions relating to mu- 
nicipal government will make it difficult, 
if not impossible, to interfere with the 
administration of the affairs of this city 
by special acts of the Legislature with- 
out the consent and approval of the au- 
thorities and people of the city. 

There are other substantial benefits to 
come from the new Constitution, such as 
the protection of the forest lands, en- 
couragement of canal improvemept, 
checks upon hasty and slovenly legisla- 
tion, prohibition of the use of public 
money for sectarian schools, a careful 
safeguard over public pecuniary aid to 
charitable and reformatory institutions 
‘wholly or partially under private con- 
trol,”’ and a more symmetrical and effect- 
ive judiciary system. 

These far outweigh the defects. The 
new apportionment is warped by parti- 
san’ bias, which was unfortunately al- 
lowed to have effect in the convention, 
but it is fairer than we are apt to get 
from any Legislature, and there are 
some excellent requirements and restric- 
tions regarding future apportionments, 
If it develops undesirable results, the 
people will find means of securing a cor- 
rection of its objectionable features. It 
will probably have to be determined ju- 
dicially whether any Legislature can sit 
before that is constituted for which the 
new Constitution provides. Whether the 
unwise anti-poolselling requirement will 
have effect depends upon legislation, as, 
according to the best authority, all laws 
passed under the old Constitution retain 
their validity until displaced by new 
ones. 

But the separate election provisions 
are worth all the rest of the new features 
of the Constitution that are good and 
greatly overbalance those that are bad, 
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no attention was paid during the recent

NOW FOR RAPID TRANSIT, 

The people of this city have left no 
doubt of their determination to have 
rapid-transit roads constructed by the 
use of the municipal eredit, under the 
provisions of the law passed last April. 
With all the opposition that adverse in- 
terests could muster, and the loss of 
votes through inability to use the ballots 
intelligently, the popular decision is 
about three to one in favor of the prop- 
osition. We have no doubt that the real 
sentiment of the community is still more 
strongly in its favor than will be indi- 
cated by the returns, for all the opposi- 
tion found expression, while the silent 
vote generally means more than mere ac- 
quiescence. 

The vote puts an end to the alternative 
of again seéking to enlist private capital 
in the enterprise, and absolutely requires 
the commission to proceed with its work 
on the plan laid down in the law for mu- 
nicipal construction. We are fortunate 
in having a competent commission al- 
ready in existence and approved by pub- 
lic sentiment. The result of the vote is 
in effect a declaration of confidence in 
the commission, for it was known before 
the election of whom it was composed. 
The only change will come with the ac- 
cession of Mr. Strong to the office of 
Mayor, and that will be a great improve- 
ment, for Mr. Gilroy has been avowedly 
opposed to using the city’s credit to sup- 
ply. the people with rapid-transit facil- 
ities, and there would have been distrust 
of a Tammany Mayor in any case. 

After the 1st of January the commis- 
sion will consist of Mayor Strong, Con- 
troller Fitch, the President of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, now Mr. Orr; Seth 
Low, John Claflin, William Steinway, 
John H. Starin, and John H. Inman. 
The three last named have the advan- 
tage of having taken part in all the pro- 
ceedings under the act of 1891, which re- 
sulted in the routes and plans already 
provisionally approved by the present 
commission. The law provides that with- 
in thirty days after the official declara- 
tion of the result it shall be the duty of 
the Commissioners “ to proceed to con- 
struct the said railway or railways, and 
to make and let all contracts,” &c. 

This simply means that within that 
time they shall take up the duties pre- 
scribed for them in the law, and not that 
they shall begin construction and the let- 
ting of contracts within a month after 
the vote is declared. <A previous section 
makes it the duty of the Commissioners, 
in case of an affirmative vote, “ to con- 
sider the routes, plans, and specifications,” 
if any, previously laid out and adopted, 
and either to proceed with the construc- 
tion according to those plans, “or to 
adopt other and different routes, plans, 
and specifications,” &c. They have the 
power to make any changes they may 
see fit, and they are likely to consider 
carefully what has been already done 
before committing themselves definitely. 
The settled thing is that we are to have 
“municipal construction of rapid-transit 
roads,”” and consequently rapid transit 
itself, in the best and speediest way. 
Anybody that attempts to obstruct its 
course now is liable to get hurt, 

SET TRE BEMIS CN RAEN NU AR 
A WARNING TO PLATT, 

The fate of Hill ought to be instruct- 
ive to Platt, and to teach him modera- 
tion in the hour of triumph. 

Hill had not learned that valuable les- 
son. He used his control of the ma- 
chinery of his party and of the machin- 
ery of the State Government unscrupu- 
lously. 

The result has been that he has been 
beaten by a half larger majority than 
even that which was cast against his 
tool and creature, Maynard, and that he 
seems to have been permanently dis- 
posed of as a “ leader.” 7

to Platt in this hour of victory. Let 
him consider the awful example of 
David B. Hill as a warning against being 
an unbridled and licentious boss, or the 
older and equally awful example of the

THE GERMAN PREMIERSHIP, 

The current number of Harper’s Week- 
ly has an interesting article upon the po- 
litical crisis in Germany, in which it is 
observed that the situation sharply illus- 
trates “the essential difference between 
the constitutional system of Germany and 
that of England and of other countries 
whose Governments are strictly parlia- 
mentary.” That is, indeed, one of the 
most interesting aspects of the situation 
created by the retirement of Caprivi. 
But it seems that it would be more ac- 
curate to say that the German system 
is the system of England, France, and 
other constitutional countries in a rudi- 
mentary or undeveloped state than that 
it is a contrasting system. England is 
entitled to the distinction of being the 
first of constitutional countries in point 
of time. If its constitutionality does not 
go back to Magna Charta, it goes back at 
least to the time when it became recog- 
nized that supplies could not be obtained 
for the Crown without the consent of the 
Commons, and that the Commons could 
not be expected to vote supplies until it 
had secured a redress of grievances. 
Charles I. was the last English King 
openly to attack this position, but much 
later monarchs have sought to under- 
mine it or to turn it. From the ad- 
mission that supplies could not be had 
till grievances were redressed to the po- 
sition that the popular assembly should 
dictate the administrative officers of thle 
State seems a very long stride; and yet 
the latter is a logical consequence of the 
former and the constitutional history of 
England for two centuries was the story 
of the progress from one to the other, 


little or disagreeing with him, undertook to have 


his way by bullying or by coaxing or by 
bribing their representatives. The Prime 
Minister was the royal agent for one or 
the other of these operations, 

It was not until our own century that 
the right of the King to choose his own 
advisers, who should be responsible to 
the nation as well as to himself, was 
finally abandoned. Indeed, it can hardly 
be said to have been abandoned even yet, 
It is well known that, though Queen Vic- 
toria has'more than once been compelled 
to accept a Prime Minister to whom she 
was personally opposed, yet her personal 
opposition availed to exclude from Mr. 
Gladstone’s last Cabinet Mr. Labouchére, 
who would otherwise have become a 
member of it. But it is none the less 
true that the British Government is ad- 
ministered by a ‘“‘ committee of the House 
of Commons,” and that a British sover- 
eign who desires a quiet life will do well 
to avoid an interest in politics and to 
cultivate an interest in 
tions.”’ 

The Government of Germany is now in 
the same. condition in which the Govern- 
ment of England was during the eight- 
eenth century, when ‘the King was al- 
lowed to choose his own Prime Minister 
and when his Prime Minister was his 
parliamentary agent. It was his business 
down to the time of George III., the last 
King of England who took an interest in 
politics, to see that the King got his way 
and that the Commons did not get its 
way when the two ways were opposed. 
It was according to his success that he 
was valued. From Walpole to Lord 
North, with the exception of Chatham, 
who was masterful enough to have his 
own way with both King and Commons, 
this was the function of a British Prime 
Minister; and it.is the function of a Ger- 
man Prime Minister to this day. It is a 


“royal func- 


function which is inconsistent with par- 


liamentary or popular government, and it 
creates for its incumbent a position that 
is really untenable and anomalous. Even 
to seem to sustain it requires either very 
exceptional force, like Bismarck’s, or 
very exceptional tact, such as Count Ca- 
privi possesses. It would not be possible 
for a month in a country in which, as in 
our own, men were politically divided 
into two great parties. It is possible only 
where they are subdivided into groups, 
which a very skillful representative of the 
Court may succeed for a time in combin- 
ing or separating so as to defeat the will of 
the nation and accomplish the victory of 
the King. If it be true that Count Ca- 
privi has retired because he declined to 
advocate in the Reichstag measures upon 
which his: master’s heart was set, the 
“fact shows how impossible, even in Ger- 
many, has become the position of a 
Prime Minister who is responsible to the 
sovereign and not to the people. For it 
is not at all likely that the Emperor has 
been able or will be able to select any 
Successor to Caprivi who will succeed 
where Caprivi has failed. Indeed, it 
Seems that Germany has entered upon 
the period of constitutional struggle 
which in England was closed with the 
passage of the first Reform bill. There is 
no reason to doubt that it will end in the 
same way, and that the administration in 
Germany will become as independent of 
the monarchy as it now is in Great 
Britain.

EVEN MISSOURI REPUBLICAN, 


The Democrats Lose the Legislature 
and Eight Congressmen. 


ST. LOUIS, Mo., Nov. 7.—It seems likely 
that Missouri has joined the Republican 
ranks. Gov. Stone concedes that the next 
Legislature will be Republican. Every- 
thing indicates that the Republicans have 
elected eight Congressmen and that Blana 
and Dockery are among the defeated. 

Chairman Cook of the State Democratic 
Committee states that from returns received 
at headquarters he believes the Repub- 
licans have elected the entire State ticket 
by a plurality of from 1,000 to 3,000. The 
Fifteenth Congressional District Committee 
telegraphs that Morgan, for Congress, was 
defeated by Burton (Rep.) by a plurality of 
800—a Democratic loss of 3,500. 

A telegram from Congressman Dockery 
of the Third District states that he believes 
he is defeated by 400 plurality. Returns in- 
dicate that R. E. Louis (Rep.) has beaten 
Congressman De Armond in the Sixth Dis- 
trict. The Republicans claim that J. T. 
Tracey has defeated Congressman Heard 
in the Seventh District. : 

Vanhorn, (Rep.,) at Kansas City, admits 
that he is beaten by Tarsney, on the face 
of the returns, but says he will contest in 
the House, 

Some of the counties, such as Billinger, 
Democratic for twenty years, elected the 
full Republican ticket by indisputable plu- 
ralities. An irregularity in St. Joseph may 
turn over a Congressional chair to that 
party. 

Congressman Hatch of the First District 
is defeated by C. M. Clark (Rep.) by a small 
plurality, but Chairman Cook does not con- 
cede Hatch’s defeat. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 7.—R. L. Van- 
horn (Rep.) concedes the election of J. C. 
Tarsney (Dem,) to Congress from the Fifth 
District, but claims fraud and will contest 
the election in the House. 


THREE CONTESTS IN MARYLAND. 


Republicans Charge Fraud—Gorman’s 
Precinct Goes Republican. 


BALTIMORE, Nov. 7.—One of the pecul- 


_ lar things about the election in this State 


is that the Democratic counties which have 
secured the largest share of Federal offices 
went Republican, 

Carroll County, which has the Collector 
of Customs, the best office in the State; 
the Special Deputy Collector, and a large 
number of minor offices, went Republican 
for the first time since 1866. 

Harford County, which has the Collector 
of Internal Revenue, and more minor places 
than any other county in the State, in 
spite of the usual large Democratic majority 
went Republican. 

Senator Gibson’s county, Talbot, which 
has eighteen men in good Federal offices, 
also went Republican, and other counties 
with large numbers of offices to their credit 
went Republican, or showed a large falling 
off in the Democratic vote. 

It is noticeable, also, that the precinct in 
Howard County in which Senator Gorman 
lives and votes gave a Republican majority 
for the first time in a quarter of a century. 

The returns from the First Congressional 
District are yet incomplete, but the Repub- 
licans admit that the totals will indicate 
the election of the Democrats, Henry for 
the short term, and Miles for the Fifty- 
fourth Congress. The Republican gain, on 
the face of the returns, will, therefore, be 
three Congressmen—William B. Baker in 
the Second, Charles E. Coffin in the Fifth, 
and George L. Wellington in the Sixth. 

That the Democrats will have any repre- 
sentation in the Fifty-fourth Congress is 
not certain, however. The Republican State 
Committee claims to have evidence of the 

rossest frauds in the First, Third, and 

ourth Districts and will protest the seats 
of Miles, Rusk, and Cowen. 


THE RESULT IN PENNSYLVANIA. 


But One Democrat in the Whole Dele- 
gation Elected to Congress. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 7.—Careful esti- 
mates from the sixty-seven counties in the 
State give Hastings (Rep.) for Governor a 
plurality of 210,595. Complete returns will, 
in all likelihood, increase these figures. 

Kirkpatrick (Rep.) defeats Hart (Dem.) 
in the Eighth Congressional District by 300 
majority. Complete returns have been re- 
ceived from every Congressional district in 
the State, and the result is that the Demo- 
crats will have but one of the thirty Repre- 
sentatives from this State in the next 
House. This lonely Democrat is Erdman 
of the Ninth District, who is re-elected by a 
majority of 2,350. His majority in 1892 was 


10,958. In the last House the Democrats 
had ten members from Pennsylvania. 

The Pennsylvania House of Representa- 
tives is composed of 204 members. The 
present House has 135, Republicans, 63 Dem- 
ocrats, and six vacancies. The returns re- 
ceived indicate the election of 166 Republic- 
ans, 27 Democrats, and 11 doubtful. 

The present Senate is composed of 33 Re- 

ublicans and 17 Democrats. Of these, 24 
Republicans and 1 Democrat hold over, 9 
Republicans and 16 Democrats retiring. In 
place of the retiring Senators, 19 Republic- 
ans and 6 Democrats were elected on Tues- 
day. .They will hold over the next session 
and participate in the election of a United 
States Senator in 1897. The new Senate will 
be composed of 43 Republicans and 7 Demo- 
crats. 


EVANS CARRIES TENNESSEE. 


Legislature - Democratic, Assuring a 


Democratic United States Senator. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Nov. 7.—Chair- 
man Carro}l of the Democratic State Com- 
mittee telegraphs H. Clay Evans (Rep.) his 
congratulations and concedes his election 
by at least 3,000. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Nov. 7.—The returns 
from Tennessee indicate that Henry Clay 
Evans (Rep.) has been elected Governor 
over Peter Turney, (Dem.,) the present in- 
cumbent. 

The Democrats carried the Fourth, Fifth, 
Sixth, Seventh, Ninth, and Tenth Congres- 
sional Districts. The Republicans carried 


the First, Second, and Third Districts. One 
district, the Eighth, is still in doubt. Enloe 
(Dem.) is leading McCall (Rep.) by a small 
majority, but the indications are favorable 
to McCall. 

The Democrats will have a safe majority 
in the Legislature, and the election of a 
Democrat to the United States Senate is 
assured. 

The Second Congressional District returns 
show the defeat of John Houk (Rep.) by 
Henry R. Gibson (Ind. Rep.) by a majority 
of 2,000.

CONNECTICUT’S REVOLUTION. 


The State Votes Republican for the 
First Time in Fifteen Years. 


HARTFORD, Conn., Nov. 7.—Up to 2 
o’clock this afternoon returns from 156 of 
the 168 towns in the State give Coffin, 
(Rep.,) for Governor, a plurality over Cady, 
the Democratic nominee, of 17,176. His 
majority over all candidates is 13,795. It 
is the first time a Republican Governor - 


has been elected by the people in about fif- 
teen years. 


All the Republican candidates on the 
State ticket are elected by large majorities, 
including Mead for Controller. He defeats 
Staub, the Democratic nominee, by over 
10,000. In each of the eight counties Coffin 
has majorities ranging from 700 to 2,500, 
All four Republican Congressmen are elect- 
ed. The ouse will be Republican by 
about 140 majority, and the Republicans 
have elected 23 of the 24 Senators, the First 
Hartford District alone electing a Demo- 
crat. Every city in the State has gone Re- 
publican by good majorities. 

The greatest surprise is in the Second 
Congressional District, where Sperry (Rep.) 
defeats Pigott, (Dem.,) the present Con- 
qrecuman, by about 5,700. In this city Bur- 

ett, (Rep.,) for Representative, is defeated 
by Barrett (Dem.) by only 17, which indi- 
cates a possible contest. 

Judge William T. Elmer of Middletown, 
a personal friend of Gov. Coffin, who nomi- 
nated him in the Republican convention, is 
the most prominent candidate for Speaker 
of the House. Samuel Fessenden of Stam- 
ford is the only other prominent candidate 
for the position now mentioned. 


CALIFORNIA’S GOVERNOR A DEMO-~ 
CRAT. 


Two Congressmen May Also Have 
Been Saved from the Cyclone. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Nov. 7.—The 
Democrats saved Budd for Governor and 
Maguire for Congress from the Fourth Dis- 
trict out of the political cyclone that swept 
over California yesterday. Geary (Dem.) 
has a fighting show in the First Congres- 
sional District. The other five have gone 
Republican, as follows: Second, Grove A. 
Johnson; Third, Samuel G. Silburn; Fifth, 
Eugene Loud; Sixth, James McLachlan; 
Seventh, W. W. Bowers. ‘ 

Budd will go out of the city with from 
8,000 to 10,000 plurality, and the country 
will be unable to overcome this lead.

The city is wild with excitement to-night 
over the overthrow of the railroad power in 
State and municipal politics. 


WILSON’S DEFEAT CONCEDED. 


Chairman McGraw Says Dayton’s Mae 
jority Will Be 1,500. 


GRAFTON, West Va., Noy. 7.—Chairman 
McGraw concedes Dayton’s election over 
Wilson for Congress by 1,500, while the 
Republicans claim as high as 5,000. 

Jefferson County, (Wilson’s home,) which 
the Democrats claimed would show a large 
gain, shows a loss of 3l. Every county 
gives either largely decreased Democratic 
or increased Republican maorities. 

The Legislature is Republican on joint 
ballot by 23 majority, insuring a Republican 
successor to Senator Camden.

COLUMBUS, Ohio, Nov. 7.—The returns 
show that the Republican plurality in Ohio 
is about 135,000. The Republicans have 
elected nineteen of the twenty-one Con- 
gressmen beyond a doubt, and possibly one 
other—W. D. Davis—im the Fourth District. 
The result there will be so close that prob- 
ably the official count will be necessary to 
determine it. 

Sorg (Dem.) is elected in the Third Dise- 
trict, on the unofficial returns, by 153 votes, 


Fraud the Cry in Louisiana. 

NEW-ORLEANS, La., Noy. 7.—Although 
complete returns have not been received 
even yet, there is no doubt that each of the 
six Democratic Congressional nominees in 
Louisiana has been elected by more than 
5,000. majority. 

The Republicans are gathering material 
on which to have contests of the First, Sec- 
ond, and Third Districts. They have more 
than 1,000 affidavits of colored people who 
were refused registration in the city. They 
also allege numerous instances of intimi- 
dation of the colored vote. 

They charge that Jefferson Parish’s 2,000 
majority for Buck is fraudulent. A case 
they quote is the Amesville box in that 
parish, where the vote was: Coleman, 186; 
Buck, 10. When the ballots were counted at 
7 P. M. the returns, however, gave Buck 
587, Coleman 0. 

The Republican State Campaign Committee 
to-day received a telegram from National 
Chairman Babcock, urging it to gather proof 
of frauds and carefully to’watch the re- 
turns. 


Illinois 90,000 Republican. 

CHICAGO, Ill., Nov. 7.—Late returns show 
that the Republicans have elected their 
State ticket by a plurality of at least 90,000. 

Cook County goes Republican by majori- 
ties ranging from 25,000 to 40,000. The new 
Legislature will be Republican in both 
branches by a majority of from 25 to 40 on 
joint ballot. This practically insures the re~ 
election of Cullom to the United States Sen- 
ate. 

For Congress, the Republicans have capt+ 
ured twenty, and possible twenty-one, of 
the twenty-two districts. In the Sixteenth 
District, F. E. Donnell (Dem.) defeated Gen,

Phe 
Republicans will probably alse control the 
Constitutional Convention, 





THE WORK OF THE REGENT OON- 
' VENTION RATIFIED. 


And the Constitution of 1846 Becomes 
a Matter of History after Jan. 1, 
1895—A New Judiciary—Gambling 
to Cease—The Adirondack Forests 
to be Preserved—The Legislative 
Day to Begin on the First Wednes- 
day of January — Coroners to be 
Abolished. 


The work of the Constitutional Conven- 
don, which was begun on May 8 and con- 
cluded on Sept. 30, has been ratified by the 
people of the State to the general surprise 
of the politicians. Returns from twenty-five 
counties in the State show that in only nine 
were majorities cast against the apportion- 
ment or the canal articles or the revised 
Constitution itself. But these majorities 
were very slight and were more than count- 
erbalanced by the greaé majorities given in 
New-York and Kings. 

The complete figures will not be known 
until the fvll vote of each county is can- 
vassed, but there have been big pluralities 
for every one of the amendments all over 
the State.. The approximate majorities 
for the amendments compiled from the re- 
turns received up to midnight, including the 
vote in this county, are: For Apportion- 
ment, 36,100; for Canal Improvement, 87,350; 
for the Revised Constitution, 33,230. 

There was a close vote on apportionment 
jn the city, but that was carried here by 
about 4,500. 

The counties that gave majorities against 
the articles were Albany, that voted against 
apportionment and the Constitution and in 
favor of the canal amendment; Franklin, 
against the canal and the Constitution; 
Greene, Schoharie, and Ulster, against all 


three; Montgomery and Warren, against 
s epartionnent only; Ontario and Tioga, 
against canals.

RIDICULOUS ELECTION BETS. 


The Democratic Losers Beginning to 
Pay Them to the Republicans, 


HIGHLAND FALLS, N. Y., Nov. 7.—The 
usual ridiculous election wagers are being 
paid to-day by too confiding and enthusias- 
tic Democrats. A large sum of money 
changed hands in this town as a result of 
the overwhelming victory of the Republic- 
ans. 

More than 1,000 people were attracted to 
Cranpston’s Station this afternoon to wit- 
ness Thomas Skelly, a railroad man, wheel 
William 8. Wallace, a hack owner and i:v- 
eryman, from Cranston’s Dock up the hill 
and through the main street of the village 


to Stephens’s Hotel. A fife and drum corps 
preceded the wheelbarrow, while the Citi- 
zens’ Band brought up the rear. Skelly 
had a felon on his right hand and could not 
use it. A rope was placed around his neck 
and attached to. one handle of the barrow. 
In this way, and with the aid of half a 
dozen sympathizers, he waded through 
mud eight inches in depth and performed 
his two-mile circuit to the great delight 
of the spectators.

Before the returns have been all received 
from the 856 Congressional districts it is 
probable that the political cyclone will have 
Swept away so many Democratic candi- 
dates that there will be less than one hun- 
dred Represertatives of that party to an- 
swer to the roll call at the meeting of the 
Fifty-fourth Congress. Should there be a 
hundred Democrats present and claiming 
seats, the number of contests already prom- 
ised, and which are likely, in part, to be 
favorably considered by the Republicans, 
will be settled against them, so that before 
the House has fairly settled down to its 
work there may be a body of some three 
score and ten Democrats only left to idly 
protest against Reed and his rulings. 

The success of the Republicans has been 
overwhelming. They have elected solid 
delegations of Representatives from twen- 
ty-one States, while the Democrats have 
held solidly only the States of Arkansas, 
Florida, Georgia, Louisiana, Mississippi, 


South Carolina, and Texas, with fifty-six | 


members. all told. 

The losses of prominent members will de- 
prive the Democrats of many of their lead- 
ing men, some of whom have become, by 
long service, members of great experience 
and Parliamentary skill. Holman; the ob- 
jector, has fallen, and with him fell By- 
num. and all the other Indiana candidates. 
Springer has been beaten in Illinois, with 
Fithian, the promoter of the Free-Ships 
bill. There is some hope expressed by the 
friends of W. L. Wilson that he may yet 
pull through in West Virginia, but the 
hope is faint. If declared elected, it may 
be expected that a contest will be made by 
his: Republican opponents, which will in- 
evitably result in the election of the Repub- 
lican (Dayton) by the House. 

One of the greatest surprises of the elec- 
tion is that furnished by the reports from 
Missouri. That State has usually elected 
a nearly solid Democratic delegation. In 
the Fifty-fourth Congress it will be repre- 
sented by at least nine Republicans, the 
Republican tide having overwhelmed all 
but six of the Democratic candidates in 
that State. Among the conspicuous Demo- 
crats who have gone down in the fight are 
Bland, the zealous free silver advocate; 
Dockery of the Aporopriations Committee 
the promoter o the recently-adopted 
scheme of reorganization of Government 
business methods, by which a saving of 
more than $500,000 annually was effected; 
Heard, who is Chairman of the District of 
Columbia Committee, and perhaps Hatch, 
the Chairman of the Committee on Agri- 
culture and the ‘‘ father” in the House of 
the Anti-Option bill. 

Montgomery of Kentucky, a member of 
the Ways and Means, is among the de- 
feated Democrats. So is the sole Democratic 
members from Iowa in the Fifty-third 
Congress. Outhwaite of Ohio, a member of 
the Committee on Rules, has perished in 
the political storm, along with Tom John- 
son and half a dozen renominated Ohio Dem- 
ocrats. Pennsylvania sends but one Demo- 
crat to represent the State. 

The Republicans now appear to have 238 
members-elect. With 227 they would have a 
two-thirds majority, and so they will be in 
@ position to pass any bill over the veto of 
the President. The Republicans will have 
just half the Senate, and with the votes of 
some of the Populists, among whom are 
counted Jones of Nevada and Stewart, 
who will unquestionably be tempted to re- 
sume their places as Republicans, they will 
be in possession of a majority aboutassmall 
as that held by the Democrats at present. 
But they cannot yet command a two-thirds 
mayority, and the veto of the President will 
continue effective.

The Populists have lost significance in the 
House of Representatives in the Fifty- 
fourth Congress, having shrunk from 
eleven members to eight, but they have ap- 
parently increased their power in the Sen- 
ate, and, if the indications can be relied 
upon, they will be able, by combining with 
the Democrats or the Republicans, to great- 
ly embarrass the action of the Senate. The 
reports indicate that the Senate, after 
March 8, 1895, will consist of 88 Democrats, 
44 Republicans, and 6 Populists, classify- 
ing Stewart and Jones of Nevada as Popu- 
lists. If the Nevada Senators return to their 
allegiance to the Republican Party, that 
party will have a majority in the Senate of 
two. 

This condition will be brought about by 
some unexpected changes. In Alabama 


the Kolbites or Jeffersonian Demo- 
crats insist that they have elected a ma- 
jority of Kolb and Republican members of 
the Legisisture, declare that they will or- 
ganize a Legislature on Nov. 13, elect a 
United States Senator in place of Morgan, 
the Democratic favorite, and ask the Sen- 
ate to seat their man, who will probably be 
Kolb himself. The success of this under- 
taking will require only the support of the 
sitting Populist Senators, who will probably 
vote with the Republicans to defeat Mor-

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“THE QUEEN OF BRILLIANTS.” 


Lillian Russell’s New Operetta Pro- 
duced at Abbey’s Theatre. 


There was an air of hope and expectancy 
in Abbey’s Theatre last night. It is rather 
curious that this should have been so, but it 
was so, and there is no use in denying it. The 
public is almost as slow at gaining knowl- 
edge from experience as the managers are, 
and that is saying a good deal. Experi- 
ence ought to have warned people that Miss 
Lillian Russell’s aspiration to pose as a 
“star” has never worked wonders in the 
way of producing good operettas. Last 
night proved no exception to the rule, and 
“The Queen of Brilliants” will certainly 
not dazzle the public eye very long. 

This is in one sense a pity. Messrs. Ab- 
bey, Schoeffel & Grau have put the oper- 
etta on the stage in a rost artistic and 
sumptuous style. The costumes alone are 
a constant delight to the eye in their rest- 
ful and alluring harmonies of low tones, 
while the scenery is handsomely painted 
and ‘theatrically effective. Then there are 
living pictures, dancing, serpentine dancers 
with colored lights playing upon them, and 
various other features that please the eye. 
There was a ballet, and a numerous cho- 
rus, and a large orchestra. But none the 


less it was a pity that Messrs. Abbey, 
Schoeffel & Grau spent their good money so 
generously. They ought to have known 
better. 

“The Queen of Brilliants” is of German 
origin. The original book was written by 
Theodore Taube and Isidor Fuchs, and the 
English adaptation is by H. J. W. Dam. 
The music is the work of Edward Jako- 
bowski. It is sufficient to say that the 
story of the book is eeae uninteresting 
and by no means clear, and that the dia- 
logue does not contain a single line that 
evoked laughter. As for Mr. Jakobowski’s 
music, it is the veriest trash. It is cheap, 
reminiscent of his former works, and by no 
means catchy. The audience last night 
showed plainly a lack of approval of it, for 
the only genuine encores were those which 
were personal compliments from the friends 
of Miss Russell. 

The performance was extremely uncertain, 
owing to the unfamillarity of some of the 

layers with their lines. ‘ithe chief offender 
n this respect was Digby Bell, who added 
to his defective memory an utter absence 
of humor. Miss Russell herself appeared 
in several very handsome gowns. er part 
suits her very well because it calls for no 
skill in the art of poting. It does require 
voice and method. Miss Russell’s voice has 
distinctly fallen off in freshness and vi- 
eeers and some of her mane last night— 
notably in the waltz song of the third act— 
was unpardonably bad. The most satisfac- 
vr, performance of the evening was that 
of Sydney Howard as Colonel Victor Pul- 
vereitzer.

Gov. Flower’s View of It. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Nov. 7.—Senator Hill 
left the Executive Chamber for his home at 
midnight.

They Have Reached the Stage Now of 
Abusing One Another. 


Tammany has been used to asking the 
public “What are you going to do about 
it?” The answer came Tuesday, and now 
Tammany can turn its attention to its own 
troubles, The question heard yesterday was, 
what is Tammany going to do about itself. 

The braves accefted the result of Tues- 
day with sullen anger. They fell to abus- 
ing each other yesterday and to claiming 
that Hill did them a bad turn when he 
decided not to prevent the State De- 
mocracy from putting his name on its 
ballot. They were mad all the way 
through—too mad to talk about future plans 
to any great extent. 

There will be a meeting of the General 
Committee of the organization some time 
soon, when the Tammany men summon up 
courage enough to face the public again. 
Probably nothing of importance will be 
done at this meeting. No plans have yet 
been prepared in the direction of reorgani- 
zation. Many of the braves are too busy 
just now accusing men of their own kind of 
listlessness when they should have been at 
work for their organization. 

They claim that several men who get 
fat salaries from the city, and who got 
their places through Tammany influence, 
did nothing whatever in the canvass. Tam- 
many, it is also claimed, went into the fight 
without a leader, and it is certain that there 
was no one who undertook to take con- 
trol of the old machine in its final struggle. 

Ex-Mayor Grant gave it as much atten- 
tion as he could, but he was very busy 
with his own canvass. Mayor Gilroy was 
not in a position to assume the leader- 
ship. His advice was rejected at the out- 
set of the canvass, and subsequent 
events showed that it»was advice that 


might well have been followed. His plan 
was to nominate a Democrat who did not 
belong to Tammany, and to have him take 
the nomination without any embarrassing 
pledges. But others took a different view. 

The Mayor would not discuss the situa- 
tion in any way yesterday. Ex-Mayor 
Grant said that he had nothing to add to 
what he had already said. He spent most 
of the day at his office, and went out of 
town early in the afternoon. He will be 
back to-day. County Clerk Henry D. Pur- 
roy thought that Tammany had . been 
blamed for the faults of the national party. 
He said that for two months he had felt 
that the result of the election would be 
what it is. 

“I do not believe in losing courage. I 
have often seen a crushing defeat become 
the means of strengthening a party, and 
I trust that whatever wise councils may 
dictate as the best course to be pursued 
now for the uniting of all Democrats in 
preparation for 1896 will be cheerfully un- 
dertaken and promptly carried into effect.” 

Another leader of Tammany—one of the 
best of the lot—had this to say: 

“IT do not see what we can do as to ree 
organization just now. Each district must 
get rid of its bad men, and then each dis- 
trict must have its full say in the councils 
of Tammany Hall. We must have no moro 
of this business of men identified with the 
organization in a prominent way driving 
about in their rich equipages and with their 
liveried servants. We must getyright back 
to Jacksonian simplicity. The only man I 
know of who can lead the organization out 
of its present. difficulties is Hugh J. Grant. 
He is the only man the boys will rally 
around. We believe that he made a good 
ight, and we believe that he is the man for 
eader.”’

ALBANY, Nov. 7.—Senator Hill was at 
his office early this morning and had many, 
callers. He appeared to be in good spirits, 


but refused to talk about the election for 
publication.

"BYRNES DESERVES REDI 


FAIR AND PEACEABLE ELECTION 
LARGELY DUE TO HIS ORDERS. 


Policemen Conducted Themselves Im- 
partially and with Regard for the 
Rights of Citizens—They Win the 
Praise of All Men—

Among the early visitors at Police Head- 
fuarters yesterday were Messrs. 
Stewart Smith, ex-President of the Chamber 
of Commerce, and Charles C. Beaman, who 
called on behalf of the Cummittee of Seven- 
ty to express to Superintendent Byrnes their 
commendation of the admirable manner in 
which the police were handled during the 
election and particularly of the shifting of 
the police detail from the precincts in which 
they were regularly doing duty to precincts 
where they were strangers. The gentle- 
men regretted that they did not meet the 
Superintendent. They called before he 
reached his office, which he had only aban- 
doned when the entire canvass of the votes 
Was completed and the police who had been 
shifted had returned to their regular pre- 
cincts. 

Messrs. Smith and Beaman said that Su- 
perintendent Byrnes was entitled to the 
thanks of the community for the good work 
done by him in face of the opposition of 
two of the Police Commissioners, 

Superintendent Byrnes sat in his office at 
Police Headquarters yesterday afternoon se- 
rene and smiling, and apparently at peace 
with the whole world. 5 

‘IT have no hesitation in asserting,’ said 
the Superintendent to a reporter for The 
New-York Times, ‘‘ that the election yes- 
terday was the fairest and most honest 
election that has been held in this city 
within the past fifty years. This is con- 
ceded on all sides, and I am naturally de- 
lighted to think that the election, which 
Was the most exciting one we have had in 
years, passed off so peacefully.” 

That the election was so honest and fair 
Was due to two things for which the Su- 
perintendent was entirely responsible, they 


having originated with him. The first was 
the census made by the police under his 
direction of the lodging houses in this city 
previous to the first day of registration, 
and the close scrutiny of the registration 
lists. This blocked the scheme of the colo- 
nizers, who have heretofore depended largely 
upon the filling of these lodging houses with 
tramps, many of whom were not entitled to 
vote. The efforts of the police in this direc- 
tion, there is no doubt, frustrated the nefa- 
rious schemes of the colonizers and kept the 
mames of thousands of fraudulent voters 
off the registry. 

The other act of the Superintendent in 
shifting the police about, already referred 
to, did more than anything else to secure a 
fair election. Placing policemen at the polls 
who were strangers in the neighborhood 
freed them from the dictation of Tammany 
district leaders and gdve them an oppor- 
tunity to be fair, of which privilege they 
gladly availed themselves. 

It was a gigantic task to arrange so that 
the police officers detailed at the polls were 
taken not only out of the precincts to which 
they were attached, but also out of the As- 
sembly districts, and at the same time to 
leave a sufficient force in each precinct to 
relieve the policemen at the polis for their 
meals and to give them an opportunity to 
vote. 

There were 2,282 policemen detailed at the 
polls, and the Superintendent said yester- 
day that not a single complaint had been 
received by him charging misbehavior on the 
partofany member of the force. He had heard 
nothing but commendation on all sides for 
the bearing and conduct of the police under 
trying circumstances. Some of the men 
went on duty at 8 o’clock Tuesday morning, 
and were not relieved until 4 o’clock yester- 
day morning. Regular patrol duty was re- 
sumed at 8 o’clock yesterday morning. 

The result shows how admirab’y and 
with what good results the police force can 
be handled by Superintendent Byrnes when 
he is not hampered by politicians in the 
Board of Police. Both President Martin 
and Commissioner Sheenan were opposed 
to the plan of shifting the police as put in 
practice by the Superintendent. The work 
of the police force on election day was cn 
a par with the admirable manner in which 
the great crowds in the streets of this city

The probability that a number of the men 
arrested election day on bench warrants, in 


which they were charged with having reg- | 


istered illegally, were innocent of any 


wrong or criminal intention was shown 
vesterday by an examination made ir the 
>istrict Attorney’s office of several of the 
wases. There were about 100 men arrested 
on bench warrants, having been indicted by 
the Grand Jury on testimony furnished vy 
the police. It was apparent that some of 
them at least were the victims of stupid 
and incompetent Inspectors of Election and 


eareless policemen. Sixty-six of those ar- 
rested failed to furnish bail Tuesday, anu 
were locked up in the Tom»s. 

The attention of the District Attorney’s 
office was called yesterday to the evident 
respectability of some of the men under 
arrest, and Assistant District Attorney 
Miller was directed to investigate the mat- 
ter. The result of this investigation was 
the discharge, on their own recognizances, 
of four of the prisoners. 

Charles Bein, a respectable young man, 
who lives at 252 West Thirtieth Street, 
‘with his wife and baby, was arrested as 
fhe presented himself to vote. He conid 
not account for his arrest. He has worked 
for John Rudd, a butter dealer at 821 
Seventh Avenue, for fifteen months, and 
has lived at his present residence since 
Aug. 28. He is a German by birth, but 
was naturalized in Chicago two years ago. 
His wife verified his statements by her 
affidavit, and Bein was discharged on his 
own recognizance by Recorder Smyth. 

Max Zimmerman lives at 223 Hast 
aegoty anh Street, but, through the stu- 
pidity of the Election Inspectors, his resi- 
dence was recorded as 246 East Eighty- 
minth Street. When a policeman went to 
this house, of course, he was informed that 
Zimmerman did not live there, and, on 
this testimony, an indictment was found. 
He proved his residence and was dis- 
charged. 

Koppel Rettig, who lives at 2,012 First 
Avenue, was entered on the list as Bultig. 
Through this blunder of the Inspectors he 
was indicted, and arrested when he ap- 
peared to vote. He was also released. 

James Myers lives with his stepfather, 
Michael Delaney, at 113 Monroe Street. He 
registered at the Thirteenth Election Dis- 
trict of the Fourth Assembly District. 
Myers is more generally known as Delaney 
than by his right name, and when the po- 
liceman engaged in verifying the registry 
lists called at Delaney’s house he was told 
that no person named Myers lived there. 
When Myers went to vote he was arrested. 
Judge Fitzgerald discharged him. 

Mortimer J. Whalen of 460 West Thirty- 
second Street, James Lynch of 622 Green- 
wich Street, Michael Angelo Forgello of 179 
Park Row, Thomas Fitzpatrick of 404 West 
Fifty-sixth Street, Edward T. Davis, who 
claims to live at the Star Hotel, at Park 
Row and James Street, and George Vann of 
418 West Thirty-seventh Street all assert 
that their indictment and arrest were due 
to the mistakes made by ignorant and in- 
competent Election Inspectors. 

All these cases will be investigated to-day 
and promptly disposed of. 

William Mutschler, twenty-one years old,

PEW CHANGES IN FIGURES 


THE TIMES’S ELEOTION REPORTS 
WERE AOOURATE, 


Pluralities of the Successfal Candi- 
dates Remain Practically the Same 
—Only One Change Made in the List 
of Winners—Vote on the Constitu- 


tional Amendments 


Transit — Returns from Missing 
Precincts Not Obtainable Until the 
Official Count. 


Although there have been a few scat- 
tered additions to the returns of the elec- 
tion as published in The New-York Times 
yesterday morning, they are not of suffi- 
cient importance to change the result or to 
materially alter the totals, nor do they even 
mow make the returns complete. The multi- 
Pplicity of Wvallots, the confusion resulting 
therefrom, and the volume of work imposed 
upon the election officers in assorting, 
counting, tabulating, and returning the bal- 
lots was too much for human nature to sus- 
tain, 

The police reported late yesterday after- 
moon that they were still without returns 
on nearly all the candidates from many of 
the election districts, and on the constitu- 
ticnal amendments, consolidation, and rapid- 
transit referenda hardly more than half the 
vote had been reported to them, Then they in 
turn ceased to concern themselves about 
the missing districts, and evaded answer 
to all inquiries by referring the inquirers to 
the official count. This will take place be- 
fore the Board of Aldermen, acting as an 
official canvassing board. They will prob- 
ably arrange at their meeting next Tuesday 
for an early beginning upon their laborious 
task. 

The vote for Governor, as reported in The 
Times, showing a plurality for David B. Hill 


in New-York City of 2,550 in a total 


Wote of 261,511, of which his was 124,051 
and Morton’s was 121,501, was substantially 
complete, and will be found to conform 
closely to the results of the official canvass. 


The returns from the missing districts may 
swell these figures by three or four thou- 
sand, but they will be about equally dis- 
tributed among the two main candidates, 
and will not materially change Hill’s at- 
tenuated plurality. 

The report of the vote for Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor is short of the returns from twenty- 
nine election districts. But these will not 
be obtainable until they are disclosed in the 
official canvass, and any different reports 
from those in yesterday’s New-York Times 
will be the results of strained and unrelia- 
ble approximations. By these returns Lock- 
‘wood is given a total of 131,848 votes and 
Saxton 118,986, showing a plurality for the 
united Democratic candidate of 12,862. 

The returns are not greatly different from 
this on the vote for Judge of the Court of 
Appeals, though Judge Brown’s plurality, 
with forty-six districts still to be heard 
from, is 13,613. 

Special effort to ascertain the full vote 
for Mayor in all the districts left only three 
not obtained. The added returns swelled 
Strong’s total to 151,452, and Grant’s to 
107,827, and Strong’s plurality from 42,627, 
porecsen in yesterday’s New-York Times, to 
f , 525. 

Similar results were obtained with respect 
to the vote for Recorder, which is now 
short of the reports from nine election dis- 
districts. The latest aggregate gives Mr. 
Goff 155,300, the largest pane for any can- 
didate in the city, and Recorder Smyth 
102,220. Mr. Goff’s plurality is thus shown 
to be over 58,000. 

The vote for Superior Court Judge, as set 
forth in detail in The New-York Times, was 
short of the reports of nine election dis- 
tricts, and these have not since been obtain- 
able. The reported figures show a plurality 
tor Mr. Beekman of 29,7638, which will hard- 
jy be diminished by the official count, but 
rather increased to 30,000 or more. 

Upon the remaining county and city offi- 
cials The New-York Times’s figures were 
the most complete published,#and there is 
no justification for changing them. They 
are not changed in any particular by the 
recanvass made yesterday. 

One of the results of a verification of the 
vote on Aldermen was the discovery that 
two changes are necessary in the table 
pone in The Times yesterday. In the 
econd District Nicholas T. Brown (Tam.) 
was elected instead of William H. ilboy, 
(Rep.,) reported, and Christian Goetz (Rep.) 
was elected in the Third District instead of 
Charles Smith, (Tam.,) reported. This does 
mot alter the political complexion of the 
board, which will be 15 Republicans and 15 
Tammany men, with a epublican—John 
Jeroloman—in the chair and having the 
casting vote. 

Returns having come in of the votes for 
Congressmen in the districts not reported 
yesterday, they are set forth in the accom- 
panying tables. They show that in the 
Tenth, Eleventh, Thirteenth, and Sixteenth 
Districts there is still room for a change in 
the results, although few hopes are built 
=e these facts by the defeated Demo- 
ecrats. 

Conflicting returns from the police au- 
thorities leaves the Twenty-fifth Assembly 
District still in doubt. One__ report 
gives Blake, the Tammany incumbent, 
a plurality of 34, and the other gives the 
same plurality to his Republican competi- 
tor, Eugene E. Morey. hese results are 
manifestly on an incomplete return, since 
there were 6,793 votes polled for Sheriff in 
this district, and the returns on Assembly- 
man show 2 total of only 5,660. This dis- 
trict will have to abide the official canvass. 

On the referenda, the returns by Assem- 
bly districts on the apportionment article 
of the new Constitution, with 109 election 
districts missing, give a total vote of 59,625 
for and 55,969 against. On the thirty-one 
articles, 651 districts out of a total of 1,141 
give 47,487 for and 35,961 against, indicating 
a probable majority in the city of 20,000 or 
thereabout for the Constitution, except the 
apportionment and canal articles. 

Returns from about one-third of all the 
districts on the rapid-transit referendum 
give 52,383 votes for and 18,679 votes against 
municipal construction and ownership. This 
‘would seem to indicate a majority of 100,000 
or more for the proposition.

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JUBILANT OVER THE RESULT. 


Citizens Pleased that a Clean Admin- 
istration Is Assured. 


Mayor-elect William L. Strong yesterday 
attended to the routine of business at the 
Central National Bank, of which he is 
President, as if nothing had happened. 

He was down gown at about his usual 
hour, and said he was feeling in first-class 
condition, in spite of the excitement of the 
preceding evening. He entertained many 
friends and acquaintances who called to 
congratulate him on his election. 

When Mr. Strong entered his office he 
found che chair in which he usually sits 
decorated with two brooms and an Ameril- 
can flag. On the table in front of his desk 
was a large horseshoe of chrysanthemums, 
and in carnations was the word ‘“ Mayor- 
elect.”” This had been placed there by the 
clerks in the bank. 

Many people gathered in the vicinity of 
the bank, and there was nearly all day a 
group on the sidewalk attempting to get a 
glimpse of Mr. Strong through the win- 
dows. 

Telegrams of congratulation were coming 
to the bank all day and from all parts of 
the country. Many were from Ohio, from 
the vicinity of Mr. Strong’s birthplace. 
Others came from about every State in the 
Union. One was from Denver, another from 
Louisiana, and another from Georgia. 

At 4 o’clock Mr. Strong went to the 
rooms which were his headquarters during 
the campaign, on the Twenty-ninth Street 
side of the Sturtevant House. His cam- 
paign manager, Gen. Anson G. McCook, had 
not put in an appéarance, nor had Job E. 
Hedges, Gen. McCook’s assistant. ‘‘ Daniel,” 
who has stood sentinel at the door of the 
private room, was there. He had been kept 
busy all day signing the books of messenger 
boys who brought telegrams of congratula- 


tion. One or two district leaders from or- 
ganizations which had supported Mr. Strong 
called to ov gers as to the pluralities their 
districts had given. 

Mr. Strong said he had fully appreciated 
the fact that ex-Mayor Grant had been the 
first one to congratulate him Tuesday night. 
He had met Mr. Grant but once before. 
That occasion was during the time Mr. 
Grant was Mayor. Mr. Strong was Chair- 
man of a committee which had some part in 
the arrangements for the celebration of the 
centennial of the Constitution, and in that 
capacity had called at the Mayor’s office. 
He did not see him again until Mr. Grant 
went to him ct headquarters Tuesday night 
and extended his congratulations. 

“‘T thanked him,’’ said Mr. Strong, ‘‘ and 
told him if he ever called at the Mayor’s 
office after Jan. 1 he could be sure of a 
cordial welcome.” 

The Campaign Committee of the Commit- 
tee of Seventy held a session at headquar- 
ters yesterday afternoon. . 

** Every one had a smile on his face tha 
was all wool and about a yard wide,” said 
Secretary Faure. 

The question of a permanent organiza- 
tion was considered briefly, and a resolu- 
tion was adopted in which the services of 
Campaign Manager William Travers Jerome 
— spoken of in highly complimentary 
erms. . 

The committeé does not consider its work 
done with the election of its ticket, and it 
was decided to call a meeting of the entire 
Seventy to discuss whatever further business 
it may have on hand. This meeting will 
be held at the Chamber of Commerce at 3 
o'clock Friday afternoon. 

Good feeling over the defeat of Tammany 
appeared everywhere downtown yesterday. 

ankers met and exchanged congratula- 
tions. Merchants expressed themselves de- 
lighted. Brokers indulged in a noisy jubi- 
lee.

Joseph Larocque, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee of Seventy, met smiling friends on 
all sides, who thanked him for the work 
the committee had done.

Gustav H. Schwab, one of the most active 
members of the Committee of Seventy, said: 
““T am glad to see that Republicans recog- 
nize the victory in the city as a victory of 
the people, whose conscience was awak- 
ened. It is important that this be borne 
in mind. No partisan advantage should be 
claimed in the city. If it had not been for 
the tremendous impression made on citi- 
zens by the disclosures of the last six 
months the result would probably have 
been very different. 

“IT hope the people will.not permit the 
victory gained to be a temporary one, and 
that they will not let the affairs of the 
city again fall into the hands of any 
political adventurers. I hope that the ne- 
cessity of a thorough organization of good 
citizens as opposed to the bad elements will 
be recognized and acted upon.

Expert Little’s Report on the Atchi- 
son Books Nearly Completed.

Somers Hayes, Chairman of the Committee, 
who has been in the West recently, has re- 
turned to New-York, and undoubtedly will 
have something of importance to say to the 
committee. The completed report of Ex- 
pert Stephen Little will probably be in the 
possession of the committee within a week, 
and it will be considered by that committee 
in connection with the representatives of 
foreign security holders. 

A meeting of the recently-elected Board 
of Directors will be held at the company’s 
office, 120 Broadway, very soon, and either 
a Chairman of the board or a President of 
the company will be’ elected. P. J. Bone- 
brake and E. Wilder, two of the new mem- 
bers of the Directory, are expected to retire 
in favor of T. A sborne, ex-Governor of 
Kansas, and H. R. Duval, President of the 
Florida and Peninsular Railroad. 


Railroad Men and Matters. 


—A large majority of railroad companies re- 
port increases in earnings for the fourth week 
in October. Seventeen out of twenty-six roads 
show increases amounting to $343,175. The re- 
maining nine companies include one or two of 
the Granger roads, which swell the aggregate of 
decreased earnings to $367,422. Aside from the 
St. Paul and Rock Island, the losses in earn- 
ings are comparatively small. The general ten- 
dency throughout the country is toward an in- 
crease in railroad prosperity. 

—Three heavy poling cars of a new and improved 
attern have been built for the Erie Railway. 

ach car is 24 feet long, and has six tons of iron 
between the floors to give it stability. Two of 
the cars are to be employed in Jersey City, and 
one in Newburg. Poling is used in distributing 
freight cars by pushing them from an adjoining 
track. 

—Chairman Day of the Southwestern Traffic 
Association has appointed C. H. Lawton, formerly 
Commercial Agent of the Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas Rallroad, Superintendent of the newly- 
created Weight and Inspection Bureau, with head- 
quarters in St. Louis. 

—The movement of freight cars over the Hast- 
ern system of the Pennsylvania last month 
reached a total of 127,885 cars, an increase of 
18,000 over the preceding month, and an increase 
of 16,771 over October, 1893, 

—An officer of the New-York, New-Haven and 
Hartford Railroad says that the report that the 
former 10 per cent. rate of dividend is to be re- 
stored, is utterly without foundation. 

—Gen, B. F. Tracy of the Atchison Protective 
Committee stated while in Topeka that the Atch- 
ison Company’s books show an item of $2,000,000 
paid the Barings as foreign agents. 

Chicago east-bound passenger rates are some- 
what demoralized. Second-class rates from Chi- 
cago to Boston were secured direct from some of 
the roads a few days ago for $11. 

—According to The Railway Age fifteen West- 
ern railroads pay annually for help $107,888,694, 
of which but $1,205,151 is paid out in salaries of 
more than $5,000 a year. 

—Vice President J. C. Stubbs of the Southern 
Pacific says that that company has practically 
shut down on the practice of granting passes to 
shippers. 

—The Natchitoches and Red River Valley Rail- 
road in Louisiana has been sold under foreclosure 
e ae, J. W. Behan and Bertram Beer of New- 

rleans.

Many of the State Officials Will Re- 
main in Office Till the Expiration 
of the Republican Governor’s, Term 
—Quite a Number of Nice Places, 
However, Will Be Available in the 
Course of a Year as Rewards for 


the Faithful. 


ALBANY, Nov. 7.—The amount of patron- 
age which Mr. Morton will have at his dis- 
posal is just now a matter of no little inter- 
est. There are not so many places as might 
be supposed, because many of the present 
State officials will, under the present laws, 
hold over Mr. Morton’s term, which will 
expire on Dec. 31, 1896, according to the 
new Constitution. 

The offices which the Governor is em- 


powered to fill, with the advice and consent 
of the Senate, are as follows: 


State Superintendent of Public Works, having 
supervision of the canals. Salary, $6,000. The 
Superintendent appoints three assistants at $3,000. 
The present Superintendent, who was appointed 
in 1889, is Edward Hannan of Troy. 

State Superintendent of Banking. Term, three 
years. Salary, $5,000. The term of Charles M. 
Preston, the present Superintendent, will expire 
in the legislative session of 1596. 

State Superintendent of Insurance. Term, three 

ears, and salary, $7,000. The term of Super- 
ntendent James F. Pierce will expire in Febru- 
ary, 1897. 
Superintendent of State Prisons, appointed by 
the Governor, with the consent of the Senate. 
Term of office, five years. Salary, $6,000. The 
Superintendent appoints the Prison Wardens and 
agent for discharged convicts. The present Su- 

erintendent, whose term of office expires in 

ay, 1898, is Gen. Austin Lathrop of Corning. 
He has served since May, 1887. 

Three Commissioners of Claims, who compose 
the State Board of Claims, to serve for six years 
at an annual salary of $5,000 and $500 expenses 
each. The terms of the present Commissioners 
will expire as follows: Hugh Reilly of Albany, 
in June, 1897; Wilbur F. Porter of Watertown, 
in January, 1898; George M. Beebe, in January, 
1899 


Three members of the State Board of Health; 
no salary; term, three years. The terms of the 
three present State members of the board expired 
in April last, and they were not reappointed. 
This board appoints a Secretary at a salary of 
$3,500 and numerous clerks. 

Three Civil Service Commissioners, (salary,

Three Railroad Commissioners, at a salary of 
$8,000 annually, to serve for five years. The term 
of the present Commissioners expire as follows:

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UNDER A NEW CONSTITUTION 


THE OHANGES ORDERED BY THE 
VOTES OF THE PEOPLE, 


What the New Apportionment Means 
—The Various Assembly Districts— 
Separation of State and Municipal 
Elections—No Limit in Recovery 
Cases for Death by Accident—Con- 
trol of Canals—Amendment Against 
Betting and Other Provisions, 


The new Corstitution which has been 
mdopted by the voters of the State changes 
the organic laws in many important partic- 
ulars. Proceeding, as the new Constitution 
did, from a convention controlled by Repub- 
licans, some of the chief amendments have 
aroused strong protest. 

The reapportionment amendment has ex- 
cited the most criticism. It was vigorously 
Genounced by the Democrats of all factions 
as a scheme to hand the State over to the 
Republicans for a generation at least. 

The State at present ‘consists of 32 
Benate districts and 128 Assembly dis- 
tricts. The new Constitution alters the ar- 
Tangement so that there will be 50 Senate 
districts and 150 Assembly districts. New- 
York will have twelve Senators instead of 
mine, and thirty-five Assemblymen instead 
of thirty. Brooklyn and Kings will have 
seven Senators instead of five, and twenty- 
one Assemblymen instead of eighteen. The 
mew districts, however, have been carved 
out with the purpose of giving all the ad- 
Wantage to the Republicans. The Assembly- 
men are to be apportioned among the coun- 
ties as follows:

The Mayors and chief municipal officers 
New-York and Brooklyn, for einen wil 
hereafter be elected in different years from 
the Governor, Lieutenant Governor, and 
Assemblymen. In this way, it is hoped by 
the reformers, the municipal campaigns can 
be conducted on purely local issues. 

One of the most important amendments to 
the Constitution is the abolishment of the 
five-thousand-dollar limit to damages for 
injuries resulting in death. 

Under the present Constitution it has 
become a by-word among the people that 
it is cheaper for an employer to kil] a man 
by accident than to maim him. If the man 
or child is killed outright, no damages in 
excess of $5,000 can be legally recovered, 
whereas, if the victim is mangled but man- 
ages to live, the damages may amount to 
twenty times that sum. Several years ago 
the New-York Central and Hudson River 
Railroad paid $100,000 to a family that had 
been injured in a wreck. 

Under the new Constitution the amount 
recoverable for damages for injuries result- 
ing in death is unlimited. The general ten- 
tT. of this change in the Constitution 
will be to make employers more careful of 
the lives of those in their service. In 
Brooklyn the immediate result will be to 
make the trolley corporations more strict, 
more watchful, and more solicitous for the 
safety of the people along their routes. 
They will be compelled to provide fenders 
that will pick people up in practice as well 
as in theory. he same considerations will 
apply in a different degree to all railroads, 
steam and surface, and to all owners of 
mills and factories. 

The trolley companies 9f Brooklyn have 
been, up to this time, seemingly careless in 
protecting human life. They-have been fre- 
quently censured. Nine-tenths of the num- 
ber of persons struck by Brooklyn trolley 
cars have been killed; most of the poor lit- 
tle children have been instantly killed. 

The principal canals of New-York are now 
to remain forever in the possession of the 
State. They are the Erie Canal, Oswego 
Canal, Champlain Canal, Cayuga and Sen- 
eca Canal, and Black River Canal. None 
of the canals mentioned can ever be sold, 
leased, or disposed of in any way. All 
funds from the sale or lease of the other 
canals in the State are to be applied to the. 
maintenance of the five named. The Ham-

burg Canal, in Buffalo, is to be sold. There 


are to be no tolls on the canals. They are 
to be supported out of the annual State tax 
levy. The Legislature is authorized to go 
ahead and make extensive improvements in 
the system, the cost to come out of the tax 
levy or from the State Treasury. A very 
large sum of money will be involved in 
these improvements, but how much Cannot 
be approximated just yet. All work on the 
canals is to be let by public contract to the 
lowest bidder. 

The old soldiers and sdilors have been 
looked after in a provision which gives 
them the preference over all others for pub- 
lic employment, no matter what the stand- 
ing of these veterans may be on the civil 
service lists, 

A number of very important changes are 
made in the judicial system. There are to 
be twelve additional Supreme Court Justices 
chosen by the people, three of them to be 
in New-York City, three in the Second Dis- 
trict, which includes Brooklyn, and_ one 
each in the other judicial districts. There 
are to be four judicial districts instead of 
An appellate division of the Supreme 
Court is to be created, to take the place of 
the General Term. The Supreme Court and 
the Court of Common Pleas of New-York, 
the Superior Court of Buffalo, and the City 
Court of Brooklyn are to be abolished on 
Jan, 1, 1896, and the Judges in. those courts 
become Supreme Court Justices for the rest 
of their terms. Circuit Courts and Courts 
of Oyer and Terminer are to be abolished 
Dec. 31, 1895. 

Election officers are to be chosen equally 
from the two leading political parties, 

All legislative bills must be printed and 
put on the desks of members of the Legis- 
lature at least three days before their final 
passage, 

There will be no contract labor in the 
State prisons after Jan. 1, 1897, but convicts 
may be required to work for the State, and 
the product of their labor may be disposed 
of to the State or to any public institution 
owned by the State. 

No officer will be allowed to ask for or re- 
ceive a pass or frank of any kind. 

The forest lands of the State are to be 
preserved inviolate forever, and cannot be 
sold or leased. 

The new Constitution fixes definitely the 
way in which the debt HMmit of cities is to 
be est{mated. Heretofore, as in the case of 
Brooklyn, the way for finding whether the 
constitutional 10 per cent. limit of debt 
has been reached has not been clear, and 
city officials and Judges have differed on 
the subject. The future basis of estimate 
of the 10 per cent. limit will be simply the 
assessed valuation of the real estate sub- 
ject to taxation. Revenue bonds and water 
bonds are to be included in the estimate of 
debt. 

The Legislature is permitted to make 
general laws under which one farmer may 
drain his own land by constructing drains 
on the land of another, provided he stands 
the expense. 

The new Constitution will practically 
wipe out, if its provisions are enforced, 
all kinds of gambling. It will forbid pool- 
selling and bookmaking, absolutely, with- 
out reserve. ‘“‘Improving the_ breed of 
horses’ will come to an end. Under this 
provision there can be no kind of public 
betting in poolrooms or on the race tracks. 

A man convicted of bribery will be de- 
prived of his vote. 

No man gains or. loses a vote by reason 
of his sojourn in a public or charitable in- 
stitution. 

Under the new Constitution, the registra- 
tion of voters must close at least ten days 
before election day. 

The new Constitution will prohibit ‘“ rid- 
ers”’ on all bills, and will put an end to 
the practice of cloaking one act under the 
cover of another, and eee! either secur- 
ing certain legislation without arousing 
publie attention or forcing some obnoxious 
scheme by incorporating it in an otherwise 
popular measure. 


NEW CROSS-TOWN CAR LINE. 


Will Run from River to River Along 
Thirty-fourth Street. 


Early next year there will be a street car 
line in operation in Thirty-fourth Street, 
from river to river, whose president will be 
Edward Lauterbach The system, which 
will give access to the district of the great 
hotels and the principal theatres, compre- 
hends the re-establishment of a ferry ser- 
vice to Jersey City from West Thirty-fourth 
Street. 

John D. Crimmins has the contract for 
laying the road and the company has the 
right of way on the tracks of the Fourth 
Avenue Branch from the East Thirty-fourth 
Street Ferry house to Lexington Avenue, and 
from Sixth Avenue to Tenth Avenue on the 
tracks of the Grand Street and Forty-second 
Street Railroad, so that all the contractor 
will have to do will be to lay tracks from 
Lexington Avenue to Sixth Avenue, and 
from Tenth Avenue to the North River. 

At the junction of Broadway, Sixth Ave- 
nue and Thirty-fourth street are the curv- 
ing tracks of the Broadway Cable Road, 


and, as is customary, its directory insists 
that the tracks of the new line which are 
to cross it shall be laid by its own men and 
experts and the cost defrayed by Mr. Lau- 
terbach’s company. Men were at work 
at this point Tuesday when they were 
stopped by the police, who supposed that 
they were stealing a route in the interest of 
the Metropolitan Traction Company. 

The new road is not at present classed in 
this system, and the men whose work was 
stopped were employed by the Metropolitan 
Railroad Company. 

The new road will be constructed on a 
charter obtained in 1884 and’ confirmed by a 
subsequent act of the Legislature. Its man- 
agers say that there can be no’ question 
of its right to the thoroughfare, and that 
this point was decided by Corporation Coun- 
cil Clark. It also has a permit from the 
Department of Public Works and the con- 
sent of such property owners as are affected. 


TWO ROOSTERS AT THE EXCHANGE, 


Produce Brokers Were About to Cel- 
ebrate with a Cockfight. 


Having won $6,800 on Morton and Strong, 
William M. Manwaring sent to his farm at 
Scarborough for a prize game cock and to 
Washington Market for a common plucked 
rooster, and early yesterday afternoon he 
carried both birds to the Produce Exchange. 
The dead fowl, labeled ‘‘Tammany,” was 
thrown into the wheat pit, where also the 
game cock was placed, wearing a highly- 
colored anti-Tammany decoration. 

Brokers were stuffing the game cock with 
generous pickings from corn bags on the 
sample tables, when Elias T. Hopkins ar- 
rived with a white Leghorn rooster. This 
bird also partook of the corn, while the 
crowd danced, shouted, cheered, and in- 
dulged in general antics. 

This continued until some one suggested 
that, as both birds had been fed and were 
thus in the same condition, they should fur- 
nish entertainment for their dinner, They 
were hauled out of the pit, where they had 


been so busy eating as to be unmindful of 
their inborn enmity, and placed in the mid- 
dle of the floor. The crowd formed a ring 
around them, 

Since there was no food to absorb their 
attention, the birds began to regard each 
other. The brokers had made them objects 
of mutual er by fastening small 
flags to the he of each. Under the prod- 
ding of handlers, they had begun to bristle 
their necks and show signs of fight, when 
the Floor Committee broke into the ring 
and threatened to report every one con- 
cerned. The owners of the birds had no 
recourse except to make a disconsolate re- 
treat, with their championship untried. The 
crowd drifted back to business. 

Mr, Manwaring’s jubilation yesterday was 
said to be largeiy due to the fact that this 
year’s winnings rh offset a loss of 
$16,000 on Harrison in 1892. 


Charges of Bribery in Newtown. 

NEWTOWN, L. I1., Nov. 7.—Tax Collector 
James F, O’Brien, it is said, has secured 
evidence that a successful candidate at yes- 
terday’s election, who lives in this town, 
bribed voters with money in amounts from 
$1 to $5. The evidence, it is said, will be 
presented to the Grand Jury. 

Mr. O’Brien claims that money was sent 
to many voters in envelopes which con- 


tained requests for votes. He says several 
persons who received the requests and in- 
closures have given them to him. He re- 


fuses to give the name of the candidate 
against when he will make charges.

CROKER A WINNER, SAYS JONES 


HIS ELECTION PROFITS BELIEVED 
TO HAVE BEEN HEAVY. 


One of the Most Prominent Book- 
makers in the East Thinks the ex- 
Chief of Tammany Made the Most 
Money of All the Bettors—Gottlieb 

Syndicate $32,000 

Richer—$225,000 Paid at the Stock 

Exchange Yesterday.

“Oh! I think Croker won more money 
than anybody else in this city on the result 
of Tuesday’s election,’’ said Orlando Jones, 
the bookmaker, in response to the inquiry 
of a reporter for The New-York Times as 
to who had profited most by the betting on 
the election. ; 

Mr. Jones is one of the prominent book- 
makers of the Fast, and his connection on 
the race track with Michael F. Dwyer, Mr. 
Croker’s friend, is very close. Mr. Jones 
Was quite active in the vicinity of the St. 
James Hotel Sunday and Monday, acting 
as stakeholder in betting transactions and 
in making a book on the election. 

Mr. Jones was about to leave the city for 
Washington yesterday when he gave the 
above answer to the reporter, and he said 
he had made a little money on the election. 
He was asked to explain his remark about 
Mr. Croker, but he would only say: ‘‘ There 
has been some mystery about the bets that 
have been made, and no one seems to have 
been able to get at the bottom of it.” 

“Joe” Vendig, or ‘“‘ Circular Joe,’’ as Mr. 
Dwyer’s betting commissioner is known, 
was asked yesterday before he left for 
Washington if it was true that he had 
hedged the bets made for Messrs. Dwyer 
and Croker or if some of them had been 
made to inspire confidence in order to create 
a market for Hill money. 

He refused to answer the question. When 
Mr. Dwyer was asked about the matter, he 
claimed that he had not made the bets on 
Hill and Grant that he is credited with hav- 
ing made. It was rumored in Broadway 
yesterday, and was discussed extensively in 
the cafés, that the money bet by Vendig, 
supposedly for Dwyer and Croker, was 
placed in order to force the price against 
Morton higher, and that the money bet on 
Morton by several bookmakers belonged in 
reality to Dwyer and Croker. 

Gottlieb Walbaum, President of the Sara- 
toga Racing Association, and ‘ Al” Smith, 
representing a syndicate of Morton men, 
are supposed by betting men to be the 
heaviest winners on the election. Walbaum 
bet on Morton, giving as high as 3% to 1 
with some of his money. He is said to have 
won in all about $20,000. Mr. Smith’s win- 
nings are estimated in the neighborhood of 
$12,000. 

Wagers on Smyth to win were looked 
upon by some of the bettors as easy bets, 
and a number of men who follow the races 


for a ‘living, and who are now “ broke,” 
made a little money by acting as commis- 
sioners to get Goff money. 

Racing men'in general conceded that the 
constitutional améndment would be op- 
posed by too many different interests to 
allow them to be passed, and accordingly 
bet their money against the passage of the 
amendments. eter De Lacy, who for a 
number of years has been fighting the race- 
track owners, thought otherwise, and 
backed his opinion to the extent that he 
won about $10,000. Mr. De Lacy caught Mr. 
Walbaum for $5,000 of this amount. The 
latter was so sure the amendments would 
not pass that he wagered $5,000 against Mr. 
De Lacy’s $2,500. 

After the polls had closed on Tuesday, 
there was scarcely any Hill or Grant money 
to be found at the St. James or at Delmon- 
ico’s. A few small bets were recorded at 
4 and 5 to 1 om Morton, but-although the 
odds spomuatty lengthenéd until 10° to 1 was 
offered, mo money of any considerable 
amount was wagered. 

Combination bets, meaning Morton and 
Strong both to win, were made at 4 to 5, 
on the strength of the delay at the polls. A 
number of would-be shrewd bettors thought 
that the delay would help Grant’s chances 
considerably, and wagered their money 
against the: combination players, on the 
strength of the delay. 

As the returns began to come in, showing 
big gains for the Republicans, even money 
was laid that the Republicans would carry 
the entire State ticket. 

On the Stock Exchange and other Ex- 
changes about $225,000 was paid out yes- 
terday. }, T. Adams, who acted as com- 
missioner for a syndicate of Republicans, 
won about $75,000 for his people, at odds 
ranging from 10 to 8 to 10 to 4. He set the 
market price, and was followed by other 
smaller commissioners. Warren James, also 
of the Stock Exchange, won about $10,000 
for his syndicate. 

When the bets were paid off yesterday 
me was a general jollification among the 

rokers. 


EX-MAYOR GRAN1’S VOTE COMPARED. 


His Friends Resort to Percentages to 
Make Up for Pluralities, 


Ex-Mayor Grant’s friends prepared the 
following statement yesterday as a balm to 
assuage the pain of defeat: 


In 1888 Grant olled 114,111 votes out of 272,000 
cast. In 1890 he polled 116,580 out of 217,809. 
This year he has polled 106,042 out of 260,000. 
His percentages were: About 42 in 1888, about 
54 in 1890, and about 41 this year. Taking the 
vote of 1888—272,000—as the basis of figuring, 
Grant polled 42 per cent. in 1888, 43 per cent. in 
1880, and 39 per cent. this year. 

In 1888 Grant polled 114,111 votes out of 272,000 
votes, or about 62 per cent. In 1891 Gov. Flower 
polled 146,067 out of 239,898, or about 61 per 
cent. Taking 272,000 votes as the basis of figur- 
ing, Gov. Flower had about 54°per cent. against 
Mr. Hill's 62 per cent. This year Mr. Hill gets 
124,051 out of 260,000, or about 48 per cent. As 
124,051 is 46 per cent. of 272,000, Mr. Hill’s vote 
of this year is 16 per cent. less than his vote of 
1888, and 8 per cent. less than Gov. Flower’s 
vote of 1891. Mr. Grant’s vote this year, on the 
basis of 272,000 voters, is 3 per cent. less than 
Proe§ of 1888, and 4 per cent. less than that of 
1890. 

It must be borne in mind that Mr, Hill’s name 
was on six of the ballots.in every election dis- 
trict. Mr. Grant’s Name was upon but one bal- 
lot. The effect of this was necessarily to deprive 
Mr. Grant of votes which he would have gotten 
if his name had been on as many tiekets as 
Senator Hill’s, for the reason that many persons 
who intended to vote for Mr. Grant were misled 
into voting against him by the fact that they 
took ballots with the name of. Mr. Hill on them 
in conjunction with the name of Mr. Strong, and 
cast them without careful examination, thinking 
that Mr. Grant’s name was upon every ballot 
upon which Senator Hill’s name appeared. 


May End a Telegraph Suit. 


Another phase of the Bankers and Mer- 
chants’ Telegraph Company litigation was 
up before Judge Beach, in the Supreme 
Court, yesterday, in the case of John An- 
derson against the United ‘Lines Telegraph 
Company and John W. Mackay and others. 

It is claimed that the contracts made with 
the Reorganization Committee were not 
properly carried out; that-the property of 


the United Lines Telegraph Company was 
taken without consideration, and that'the 
second mortgage bondholders had been de- 
frauded. . 
Judge Beach dismissed the suit after hear- 
ing argument, and a motion.was at once 
made by the plaintiff for leAve to amend 
his complaint. This motion was also de- 


nied. 

Judge Beach also decided that there had 
been no breach of contract, and that no- 
body had been defrauded. This probably 
ends the long litigation.

THE RESULTS ON THE MARKETS, 


Evidence that the Election Had Lit- 
tle Effect at the Exchanges. 


As was to be expected with the end of a 
political contest, the stock market showed 
some improvement yesterday, both in vol- 
ume of sales and in prices. Granger stocks 
led the advance, Burlington gaining %, 
Rock Island 1%, and St. Paul 1% Sugar 
showed the greatest activity, furnishing 
65,639 shares in the day’s total of 274,000 
shares. 

London started the buying. Gratification 
ove. the defeat of the Populists was given 
out as the cause. This explanation applied 
also to the gains for the Granger stocks. 

When the movement started upward it 
quickly gained momentum from the feeling 
among operators that the day was not 
favorable for holders of short contracts. 
Covering set in, and that marked up quota- 
tions. 

.In spite »f the buoyant tendency, those 
who deal in the market as a means of live- 
lihood failed to discover evidence of com- 
mission orders in the market. Operations 
seemed still confined&’to professional circles. 
A large short interest had accumulated in 
the Granger stocks. Its partial elimina- 
tion naturally advanced prices. This view 
was strengthened by the course of stocks 
other than the Grangers. If Republican 
success, dealers argued, gave the market a 
tonic, its effect should have been felt in 
Sugar, which leaped to 90 at the opening 
of business, ran off to 87%, and closed at 
88%, a gain for the day of only %. LElec- 
tion results, if definitely operative in the 
market, should, it was thought, have de- 
pressed Manhattan. Such was the first ef- 
fect, the stock declining in the early deal- 
ings from 107% to 1054. Afterward, with 
municipal construction of an opposition 
route assured, the stock rallied to 108, and 


closed at that price, the best for the day, 
and a net gain of 4% over Monday. Re- 
newed activity brought North American out 
of its recent obscurity. The stock gained 
% on sales of 3,565 shares. Republicans 
were not boasting of that revival. 

It was noticed also that, although elec- 
tion results were as well known at the 
opening of the market as at its close, 

rices did not become responsive to the al- 
eged improved feeling until the last hour 
of business. Before that time they worked 
along, excepting in Sugar and Manhattan, 
about as they had done for weeks. In the 
last hour they acted as if clever manipu- 
lators were handling them. 

“ To-day's market suggests to me,”’ said a 
close observer, who had studied it in the in- 
terest of his purse, ‘‘a very sick patient to 
whom brandy has been given. The stimu- 
lant is reviving, but it by no means indi- 
cates his restoration to health.”’ 

This seemed to be the view of the market 
common to those who watched it for busi- 
ness calculations, 

Sales of bonds reaching $2,249,000 fitted 
well the active dealings in stocks. Leaving 
out of account speculative buying in indefi- 
nite amounts, which usually attends brisk 
stock speculation, dealers were impressed 
that investment buying was taking only its 
usual course. Improvement was noticed in 
the bond market some time ago. It came 
with the tariff settlement and the assur- 
ance that general business had turned for 
the better. It has kept pace with business 
recovery. Nothing yesterday pointed to 
any departure from this normal movement, 
which has been aided lately by investments 
by the banks from their surplus and idle 
funds. 

Wheat and cotton acted perversely, from 
a Republican standpoint. There was a 
slight early rally in each, which brought out 
so many offerings that prices fell below 
Monday’s figures, closing at about the low- 
est for the day. December wheat closed 
Monday at 57% cents per bushel. It 
opened yesterday at 58 cents, dropped to 
57 1-16 cents, and closed at 57% cents. May 
having closed Monday at 62% cents, opened 
yesterday at 62% cents, and declined to 61% 
cents, at which it closed. Total sales of all 
options reached 2,740,000 bushels, and the 
day’s net losses ran from % to % of a cent 
per bushel. 

Cotton ran up 8 points early in the day, 
and then lost until closing prices were 6 to 
7 penne below Monday’s. All options are 
selling below 6 cents per pound. The day’s 
sales reached 130,000 bales. 


TO OGONSIDER SHEEHAN’S ACTION. 


He May Be Punished for His Order on 
Election Day. 


Police Commissioner John C, Sheehan’s 
action in instructing the clerks in the Twen- 
ty-fifth Election District of the Thirteenth 
Assembly District not to issue any consti- 
tutional amendment ballots unless voters 
called for them will be examined into by 
William Travers Jerome. 

If, after a thorough investigation, it is 
found that the Commissioner was guilty of 
any. violation of the election law, then he 
will be prosecuted to the fullest extent. 

Charles C. Beaman said yesterday that, in 
his opinion, the Police Commissioner had 
violated the law. ‘‘ He will undoubtedly be 
prosecuted,” said Mr. Beaman. “ Sevéral 
lawyers who are members of the Committee 
of Seventy have looked into the case, and 
are unanimously of the opinion that the 
law has been violated. Sheehan might as 
well have told the Tammanyites to ask only 
for Tammany tickets as to do what he did.”’ 


Henry R. Beekman, who was one of the 
three men who discovered the violation of 
the law and secured a rescinding of the 
order. by Commisgioner Sheehan, refused 
to discuss the case yesterday. Possibly be- 
cause of his election as Judge of the Su- 
perior Court, he felt that he should take no 
part in such discussion. Before his election 
Was announced Tuesday, however, Mr. 
Beekman expressed himself as of the opin- 
ion that Commissioner Sheehan had violated 
the law. He intimated yesterday that he 
had not changed his opinion. 

William Travers Jerome, to whom all the 
cases of violation of the election laws had 
been left for prosecution, when asked if 
Commissioner Sheehan would be prose- 
cuted, said: 

“I do not wish to say anything about it. 
I shall act act first and talk afterward.” 

“Tf the law has been violated, will you 
prosecute? ”’ 

“Yes. All the cases have been turned 
over to me. There are hundreds of them. I 
shal] look into them, and, where necessary, 
shall prosecute.”’ 

“Do you think Commissioner Sheehan 
violated the law?”’ 

“TIT do not wish to say.” 

Mr. Jerome said he would be seconded by 
the Committee of Seventy, and would have 
the advice of the best lawyers in the city.

BREEZES AT THEIR HAPPY HOME. 


The Great Reformer Says Tammany’s 
Overthrow Was Chiefly Due fo the 
Awakened Intelligence of Foreign- 
Born Citizens Who Have Hitherto 
Believed Themselves the Slaves of 
the Wigwam—How He Passed Elec- 
tion Day’ and What’ His Wife Saw. 


Three United States flags, a large one in 
the centre, with smaller ones on either side, 
waved gayly and victoriously from the 
house of the Rey. Dr. Parkhurst all day 
yesterday, while just below, at the police 
station, the officers of the law, with solemn 
air, were packing away ballot boxes as an 
undertaker does the chairs at the close of 
a funeral. 

The doctor and his family were jubilant. 
Telegrams, letters of congratulation, and 
sympathetic visitors poured in upon them. 
Three big white chrysanthemums standing 
in a conspicuous place held their heads up 
as proudly as if their snowy purity repre- 
sented the good things to be. 

“It is difficult,” said Dr. Parkhurst, 
speaking of the election, ‘‘ to choose from 


_the various factors which brought about 


this overwhelming victory which were the 
more important ones. But I feel that it is 
due as much as anything to the awakening 
of the foreign-born citizens, and to the 
fact that other elements which have held 
so closely to Tammany Hall in the past 
have come to realize the moral rottenness 
of that organization. 

“Among the foreign-born citizens, not 
alone the Irish, but the uninformed among 
all the vast population of the city, are 
just beginning to realize who it is that has 


them in its power and what that power 
meant. 


“Thousands of them went to the polls 
yesterday to exercise for the first time since 
they came here their rights as American 
citizens. For the first time they are getting 
their eyes open. They are beginning to see 
who it is that has had their vote and what 
that vote has meant, Of the American idea, 
the policy of our Government, they were ab- 
solutely ignorant. They did not know their 
rights, they did not know even that they 
had any rights. 

“Tammany Hall made them citizens. 
Their votes were Tammany Hall’s. In that 
vote lay Tammany’s great strength. But 
their eyes are open now. A beginning has 
been made. They are not a bad class of 
people; they are only ignorant. Once let 


them appreciate their right to vote and they 
will respect it.

= never realized what a_ thoroughly 
peaceful, earnest class this element was so 
fully as yesterday, when I went down among 
them and saw them at the polls. My own 
eyes were opened. They were quiet, ear- 
nest, and interested. What they need now is 
more light, 

““T have been more gratified than I can 
tell you to see that Mayor-elect Strong 
really stood on a combination platform, and 
that he will administer the City Government 
on that platform I feel sure. His speech 
before the Committee of Seventy last night 
showed that clearly. Khe is a non-partisan 
man and he will be non-partisan in his ad- 
ministration. The problem before him will 
be a difficult one of solution, but he has the 
right spirit. 

“ How pepar-tarvy things have come to 
be!’’ said Mr. Parkhurst. ‘‘ How changed 
about everything seems now! I have so 
often had before me that picture of Re- 
corder Smyth imposing a fine of $250 on Mr. 
Goff. I have never spoken of it because I 
felt that action so deeply, felt the sting, the 
animus. that prompted it and knew how it 
was meant. But now all is changed. Smyth 
is taken down and Mr. Goff put in his 
place.”’ 

‘** Yes, we are receiving congratulations,’’ 
said Mrs. Parkhurst, ‘‘ and, of course, we 
are pleased, as I think almost every one else 


as. 

‘The doubtful point was the election of 
Governor. That was our greatest anxiety. 
The Mayor now is handicapped. It is not 
possible for him to do as he might like, and 
the new Mayor would not be able to do 
much without some assistance from the 
Legislature. There needed to be an entire 
change. 

“ But this is only the beginning, and now 
is the time to work. Under the existing 
ee it has been impossible to do any- 
thing. 

“The doctor’s work will not be so en- 
grossing, and he will confine it more to his 
own congregation. 

““No, I have not been anxious about him 
for fear of personal violence. There was a 
time when I felt somewhat afraid, but he 
has been going about so much lately, and 
everywhere has been so pleasantly, even 
enthusiasticaliy, received that I have felt 
the feeling against him had changed. 

‘He was out yesterday visiting the polls 
in different places and exchanging a word 
here and there with the many people he 
knows. He visited places on the east side 
and down through Chinatown, and every- 
where received a cordial welcome.

“Just then the doctor’s picture was 
thrown on the screen and they began to 
hiss. ‘ Well,’ I thought to myself, ‘ here 
are some peomte who don’t like the doctor.’ 
But as other pictures came out—Hili, Mor- 
ton, and the others—the 
individually, so I don’t 
they meant.

Clauses of the Instrument Declared 
‘Valid by Justice Ingraham. 


Several important clauses in the will of 
Dr. Antoine Ruppaner have been held to be 
valid by a decision of Justice Ingraham of 
the Supreme Court. Dr. Ruppaner was for 
many years the physician of the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel. He was a protégé of the late 
Prof. Agassiz, and was brought to this 
country from Switzerland when but a boy. 
After acquiring an education he amassed 
quite a fortune in speculation, and became 
a connoisseur in bric-a-brac. At the time 
of his death his fortune was estimated to 
be worth $500,000. 

The doctor executed a will_on July 
1892, and a codicil a short time later. 
the provisions of these documents he be- 
queathed a trust fund of $25,000, to be in- 
vested in the United States, the income to 
be turned over semi-annually to the over- 
seers of the poor in his native town of 
Alstetten, Canton of St. Gall, Switzerland, 
to be invested in the purchase of bread 
for the poor of the town whose names were 
on the poor lists. He left 50,000f. to Carl 
Haselbach for the education of his chil- 
dren and the children of his eldest son, di- 
rected that his library should go to the 
University of Berne, Switzerland, or, if it 


was not accepted by that institution, that 
it should ther go to the University of St. 
Gall, Switzerland. 

Mrs. Barbara Ellensohn, a sister, was left 
the income of 50,000f.; to Harvard Uni- 
versity $10,000 was willed, and the residue 
of the estate was given to Carl Haselbach. 
Included in the property was about $250,000 
of bonds and securities, and some valuable 
oil paintings, water colors, and bric-a-brac. 

John S. Keyes, the executor of the will, 
brought suit to have the court construe 
the clauses of the will and determine their 
validity, as the sister threatened to con- 
test them. She was made a party to the 
suit, which was tried before Justice «In- 
graham, in the Special Term of the Su- 

reme Court. He now decides that the 
Scowent to the town of Alstetten, Switzer- 
land, is valid, and that the town has the 
power to take the bequest. He also holds 
that the gift to the University of Berne, 
Switzerland, is good, and that the Canton 
of Berne is entitled to the bequest. 

The Justice finds that the gift of 50,000f. 
to Carl Haselbach, for the education of his 
children and the children of his eldest son, 
is valid, as a bequest in “rust, and after 
its purposes are carried out the principal 
is to revert tc Haselbach. Pending the de- 
termination of the action the sister with- 
drew from a contest over the will, and 
agreed to make no claim to any portion of 
the estate, and Haselbach, to whom it was 
claimed any void legacy would go, under 
the residuary clause in the will, consented

HENRY MINER’S ELECTION EXPENSES. 


His Campaign Manager Points Out 
What Money the Candidate Spent. 


The election of Henry C. Miner in the 
Ninth Congressional District has awakened 
Campbell and his friends to the fact that 
“Tim” has lost his hold upon the district. 

All sorts of stories are being spread to the 
effect that Miner spent large sums of money 
among the voters, both before and on elec- 
tion day; that he paid John Simpson, the 
Republican candidate, $5,000 to run, and 
that he gave Tammany fabulous sums to 
procure the nomination. 

John McDonough, Mr. Miner’s campaign 
manager, was willing to talk yesterday of 
the money that had been spent in the can- 
vass, and in reply to questions upon the 
subject said:

Of course he bought some ball tickets, but 
even these were few and cost little. His 
entire expenses for election day and the 
two preceding days, including coach hire, 
messengers, &c., was less than $100. 

The statements that have been made and 
published that reflect upon Mr. Miner have 
been actuated by malice and are untrue.

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THE NEW HOUSE OF ‘RBLIBE 


NO MORE CASES IN THE OHAM- 
BERS STREET HOSPITAL. 


Patients and the Various Belongings 
of the New-York Hospital Moved 
the 


Hudson 


to Handsome Quarters in 


Street—Improved Facili- 
ties for Treating Accident and Dis- 
pensary Cases—The Equipment for 
Aiding the Unfortunate. 


The Hudson Street Hospital opened yes- 
terday, and the Chambers Street Hospital 
is no more. All the patients, goods, and 
chattels of the House of Relief of the New- 
York Hospital were moved from the shabby 
and wholly inadequate quarters at 160 
Chambers Street to the handsome and com- 
modious new building at 67 and 69 Hudson 
Street, corner of Jay Street. 

Few ifstitutions of the kind in the coun- 
try have become as famous as the old 
Chambers Street Hospital. Cases by the 
thousand have been treated there. Bridge 
jumpers, attempted suicides, victims of the 
Russell Sage bomb thrower, victims of 
would-be murderers, accident cases, and 
thousands of patients whose cases have not 
called for newspaper attention have passed 
through its doors. Columns have been writ- 
ten in a critical way about the dlleged bru- 
tal conduct of the ambulance surgeons, and 
words of praise have been bestowed upon 
the physicians in charge. 

That the old building was wholly un- 
suited to its purposes, that it was dirty and 
cramped, *the Governors of the New-York 
Hospital knew some years ago, and they set 
about to find a new site. Work on the new 
building was begun about a year ago. 

The old Chamber Street building was orig- 
inally the Third Precinct Police Station, 
last presided over by Police Captain Greer, 
who is now on the retired list. It was 
opened as the House of Relief in 1875, when 
the New-York Hospital removed from Broad- 
way and White Street to West Sixteenth 
Street. At that time it seemed ample for all 
needs. Higher business buildings soon 
sprang up around it, however, and the de- 
mands upon its resources rapidly increased. 

Up to October of this year this is its rece 
ord: Ambulance calls, 42,983; general ward 
pitients, 6,751; reception ward patients, 
30,917; dispensary patients, 276,633. 

The Hudson Street Hospital is an ornament 
to the neighborhood. It is five stories high, 
of brick and terra cotta, built in the Ital- 
ian Renaissance style. The interior arrange- 
ments are adapted to three distinct depart- 
ments—one for the immediate treatment of 
accident cases, another for the purpose of 
a great dispensary among a largely for- 
eign and poor class of people, and the third 
a department where the sick whom it is im- 
possible to transport to up-town hospitals 
may be saved by immediate attention. 

In the basement are the heating and ven- 
tilating apparatus, the boj ers, pumps, and 


elevator machinery. Every bit of ma- 
chinery, by the way, throughout the build- 
ing is run by electricity. The system of 
supplying fresh air in the rooms at any 
temperature is admirable. 

The ground floor is devoted to the emer- 
gency department. A private door on the 
north admits the ambulance. The reception 
hall is light and spacious. An operating 
room is in the northeast corner. The sun- 
stroke ward has baths and an electric 
lift for handling patients. There is also 
an isolated room for cases of contagious 
diseases. 

On the street level, apart from the main 
building, are the stables and adjuncts of the 
ambulance department. There are three 
ambulances on active duty all the time. 
On the first floor is the dispensary. Broad 
marble steps lead up from Hudson Street 
to a door admitting to this floor. The busi- 
_— office and prescription department are 
ere. 

The. second floor is set apart for the house 
staff and the male nurses. The third floor 
is utilized as the ward rooms, and is prac- 
tically devoted to hospital purposes. The 
top floor is devoted to the accommodation 
of the matron and female nurses and to 
the purposes of a kitchen and laundry. 
Quite a space on the roof is utilized as @ 
sort of open-air garden. 

Superintendent Lake was busy yesterday 
directing the removal of the patients and 
their belongings from the old hospital. 

“We brought over ten patients,’’ he said, 
“and before noon had treated 142 dispen- 
sary patients in the new building. The 
Chambers Street. Hospital was a pretty 
famous old place. The last big case we had 
there was when the Superintendent of the 
Postal Telegraph Company was shot. I 
couldn’t begin to tell you of the celebrated 
cases we've had there, but there have been 
many of them. We are all glad to get into 
the new building, and the down-town pub- 
lic may well be glad, too, to have such a 
splendidly-equipped hospital at hand.’’ 

The last entry at Chambers Street Hos- 
ital was at 10 o’clock Tuesday night, of 
ames A. Leonard, a barkeeper, thirty- 
three years old, treated for a scalp wound. 
The first case at the Hudson Street Hos- 
pital was that of Dominick Zizto, nine years 
old, a newsboy, treated for a fractured 
wrist.

MORE BUSINESS AND HIGHER 
PRICES ON THE POPULIST DEFEAT. 


Bears Hasten to Cover Short Con- 


tracts in the Belief of a Restora- 
tion of Foreign Confidence

Reaction Upward Movement 


The result of Tuesday’s election had an 
important influence on the stock market 
yesterday. The bears saw in the defeat of 
the Western Populists a distinct advance 
in public opinion toward rational ideas, 
and, foreseeing the natural influence of the 
changed conditions on the minds of the 
holders of American securities abroad, they 
hastened to cover their outstanding short 
contracts. They fell into the mistake, 
however, of being overeager at the -open- 
ing, for the prices they made were 80 
much above the level of Monday’s closing 
that the opportunity thus given to 
traders who had bought in anticipation of 
a “boom” to take profits was too tempt- 
ing to be resisted. The result was an 
early set-back, which carried prices down 
with a rush. The decline rather staggered 
the traders, and up to the final hour opera- 
tions were on a very limited scale. Trad- 
ing revived, however, between 2 and 3 
o’clock, and, with the renewed activity, 
prices advanced sharply. Commission 
houses reported some buying orders late in 
the day, but the bulk of the operations was 
for the account of the short interest. 

The tone of the London market rather 
than buying from that centre had an im- 
portant influence. It has been recognized 
for a long time that any permanent re- 
vival in American securities can only come 
after the foreigners have at least shown 
a disposition to take back some of the se- 
curities which they have been so industri- 
ously selling in this market on every op- 
portunity since the Baring collapse. There 
is an immense accumulation of idle money 
in London, which commands but a fraction 
of 1 per cent. in the loan market, and 
which will seek investment in any reason- 
ably safe quarter. Confidence is slowly re- 
turning in Great Britain, but the oppor- 
tunities for profitable investment in that 
country are not so numerous as in Amer- 
ica, and its capitalists are wide awake to 
the fact. They have been held in check, 
thowever, by the fears of the adoption of 
Populist theories here, but now.that this 
danger has been removed by the result of 
the election, it is reasonable to anticipate 
that our securities will be restored to 
favor. Should this anticipation 
ized, the outlook for a return of prosperity 
would be greatly improved. 

The Granger stocks naturally were lead- 
ers in the market, for, with the defeat of 
the Populists, they are likely to be re- 
lieved of much restrictive legislation in the 
future, St. Paul, after selling at 61%, 
closet at 635%, a net gain of 1% points, on 
Bales of 35,570 shares. Burlington closed 
at 7454, a gain of 7% on sales of 15,790 

' shares. Rock Island, on somewhat lighter 
trading, scored an advance of 1% points, 
while Northwestern was not far behind, i 
gain being 1% points. The coal stocks 
were also higher, in sympathy with the 
feneral advance, although the trading in 
them was very light. Jersey Central was 
the only weak one of the group. It de- 
clined to 89%, the lowest price it has 
touched since the panic of last year, but 
it recovered 1% of its loss in the late trad- 
ing, its net loss for the day being only \. 
Manhattan was weak in the early trading, 
on the adoption of municipal rapid tran- 
sit, but it more than recovered its loss be- 
fore the close. The general list was 
Strong in the last hour and closed at 
about the best prices of the day. 

Fully one-quarter of the day’s business 
was in Sugar, and it opened up nearly 2 
points, possibly on the accession of its 
friends to the control of Congress. After 
the opening it developed weakness, and 
touched 8714, from 9, before the decline 
was checked. It recovered 1% points in the 
late trading, closing % higher than on 
Monday. Chicago Gas was fairly steady 
throughout the day and closed unchanged. 
The other trust stocks were firm.

THE MONEY MARKET. 

The money market continued easy. Call 
loans were made at 1 per cent. throughout 
the day. 

Time money was offered freely, but the 
demand was light.

The street railway issues 
were in strong demand, but the market was 
practically bare of them. 

Conditions at the banks are unchanged. 
Borrowers of the right sort have no diffi- 
culty in getting all the money they need at 
3 per cent. on call, the rates ranging from 
that up to 5 per cent. Time money is of- 
fered at 44%@7 per cent. As against the 
heavy accumulation of idle capital, bankers 
can see little in the.immediate outlook on 
which to base predictions of an advance in 
these rates.

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THE NEW CORONERS NOT LIKELY 
TO BE LONG IN OFFICE. 


Dr. Emil W. Hoeber and William 
O’Mengher Rushed to Victory on 
One Ballot While with Another the 
Legislature Was Instructed to Pre- 
pare a Bill for the Abolition of 
Their Office—They Rejoice, Hov-~- 


ever, in Reform Success, 


Coroner-elect Dr, Emil W. Hoeber ceased 
®pening letters and telegrams with con- 
gratulatory messages when a reporter for 
The New-York Times called on him yes- 
terday at his home, 612 Lexington Avenue. 

“Yes,” he said, “it’s over, and I’m glad 
of it. I was nearly worn out, and last 
night the reaction came. As you see, I am 
remembered by many, and I received a 
cable message from my brother, who is in 
Paris, and to whom I sent news of my suc- 
cess. 

‘As to the result; well, it’s rather 
stronger, more glorious than I had right 
or reason to expect, and I am agreeably 
disappointed. Nothing was left undone to 
make the reform campaign a success, how- 
ever. All parties, the Church, the press, 
nvere almost unanimous in rallying to the 
support of the candidates suggested by the 
Committee of Seventy. 

‘*The victory is more splendid than any 
yet on record in the annals of municipal 
government, and it shows that the morals 
of the community have not been stunted 
by Tammany misrule. 

“I ought to say that the Germans did 
very solid work after they made up their 
minds to come in and help along the cause 
of reform. The machine Republicans and 
the independents all did solid and honest 
work. 

*‘I spent no money on this campaign, in 
the political sense of election expenses, was 
taxed by no organization, and would. allow 
no organization to assess me, and my total 
of expense is not $250. What I spent was 
for postage, carriage hire, and incidentals. 

“About the constitutional amendment 
abolishing the office of Coroner? This 
seems to be misunderstood by many. It 
simply empowers the Legislature to abolish 
this office. It will require legislation to do 
this. If there is such a law passed, it 
will be necessary to replace the Coroners 
by something else, and I suppose that the 
men acting as such will be recognized. The 
amendment does not immediately abolish 
the Coroners. But I am not. worrying 
about this. I leave the subject to the wis- 
dom of our State legislators. 

“What's the use-of putting me up and 
then knocking me down?” asked Coroner- 
elect William O’ Meagher, laughingly. 
“Here I, as a conscientious Republican, 
voted for all the constitutional amend- 
ments, among them that abolishing the 
Coroners, and, like Dogberry, I may say: 
“Write me down an ass.’ 

** Seriously, though, I rejoice in the success 
of the Republicans and their anti-Tammany 
allies, while I do not so much rejoice at 
being elected to office. Still, I suppose that 
with the abolition of the office of Coroner 
will come another system, that of Massa- 
chusetts perhaps. I dare say this will be 
done. Perhaps the new officials will be 
called Medical Examiners, and New-York 
may require five or six. 

“The office of Coroner is neither pleasant 
ner a sinecure. It is an onerous one. Peo- 
ple may laugh about ‘crowner’s quest,’ but 
if properly administered the work of the 
Board of Coroners is serious and a barrier 
to crime. 

“* Whether I lose the office the people have 
given me or not, I will have the honor to 
stand up to my convictions as a Republican. 
The question goes to the Legislature, which 
will draft a bi!l to comply with the Con- 
stitutional amendment. 

a ought to praise all the anti-Tammany 
organizations for their fealty to the cause 
of reform. The Germans stood well by me, 
and I received their full vote. 

“T anticipate no clash in the Coroner’s 
office. I am familiar with the routine of it, 
as I was with Coroner Nugent when he was 
a Republican. He made a flip-flap over to 
Tammany, and they said I went with him, 
but I didn’t. I’m no politician. 

‘As to the result, I anticipated some- 
thing extraordinary, but did not expect 
such a clean sweep. Tammany Hall cannot 
be revived. It would damn any party to 
have anything to do with it now. 

“‘I have not selected my deputy. He must 
be an American. I am, however, in the 
hands of the Mayor and the Committee of 
Seventy, and am pledged in honor to help 
Mr. Strong in his measures of reform and 
to aid him to give this city a non-partisan 


administration on a business plane and shall 
do my best to help him.”
